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The Mississippi Valley Will Make Its Disaster a 
Stepping-Stone for Greater Achievements. 


When the earthquake and fire nearly wrecked San Francisco, when the hurricane at Galveston 
left thousands of dead im its wake, when Dayton, Ohio, seemed almost ruined by its fearful flood, 
when South Florida faced its unprecedented storm with its terrific losses, men rose superior to these 
disasters, and on the wreck and ruin laid a more solid foundation for future progress. They offer an 
illustration of how the flooded regions of the Mississippi Valley will make their appalling disasters 
stepping-stones to higher achievements. But for the present money for the relief of the sufferers 
should be poured out in unstinted measure. Tens of thousands have lost their all, and many other 
tens of thousands have suffered severely and cannot recoup their losses for years to come. 

The disaster is an appalling one. It is the direct outcome of the unpardonable failure of the 
Federal Government to make such a condition impossible. For many years engineers and others 
have urged the Government to carry out a broad scheme of river improvement which would have 
turned this tremendous liability into a national asset of enormous value. But the Federal Govern- 
ment has failed to do so. The nation itself is, therefore, responsible for this disaster, for the waters 
which started in the upper reaches of the Mississippi, the Missouri and the Ohio have been pouring 
their floods down through the Mississippi Valley from Illinois to the Gulf. 

In the light of this situation the vast business interests of the country which have piled up 
great profits should give, and give unstintedly, heaped up and running over, and give quickly. The 
people of moderate resources should give in proportion to their means, and give freely; for the 
cry is the cry of humanity, and no one of us knows when some great disaster may reach the section 
in which each one of us is living. 

Nature this year seems to be in a turmoil, and whatever may be the cause we must bravely face 
any disaster that comes and do our utmost to relieve the suffering of those who have to pass through 
such trying ordeals. Divine wisdom has said that “to whom much has been given, of him shall 
much be required.” Vast wealth, almost boundless wealth, has been given to this country. That 
wealth must be used for the alleviation of suffering, and for carrying out the work which in this 
case at least could have saved the entire Mississippi Valley from the danger of this overflow.

“ ROKEN levees, flooded farms and drowned cattle, with 

hungry refugees, cows, pigs, wild animals and rem- 
nants of farm equipment, huddled and piled in the open, 
awaiting the subsidence of the flood. Devastation over wide 
areas. Rushing, turbulent currents. Relief crews in boats 
paddling about.” : 

What a pitifully backward people they must be who permit 
such conditions! In this land of progress and high material- 
istic civilization, how impossible it is to comprehend the 
lethargic indifference, the clouded mentality and hopeless, 
gloomy future of a people so degraded they cannot or will not 
make use of some of the efficacious methods of flood control 
that we, happy dwellers in this land of energy, initiative and 
enlightened progress, understand so well and use so freely. 

Who are the poor, ignorant heathen who thus bow so 
slavishly before the wrath of offended deities, or whatever 
other name they choose to give to their periodical affliction? 
Let us see who they are that we, fortunate, progressive 
Americans, may pity them by name. 

The lines quoted are from the opening paragraph of an 
address delivered by Walter Parker of Fenner & Beane, exec- 
utive vice-president of the National Flood Prevention and 
River Regulation Commission, on May 4 before the Natural 
Resources Production Department of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. The benighted people who suffer 
the annual devastation he describes are the people of this 
land of progress and prosperity, these United States of Amer- 
ica—none other. Strange as it may seem, this is the fact. 

But it is not the people of the devastated States who can 
and should help themselves; State lines render them power- 
less. The floods arise in the States in which the great Mis- 
sissippi system has its many sources and the problem is, and 
has long been recognized to be, one for our Federal Govern- 
ment to solve. Furthermore, the method of its solution is 
known, and all that is required is action along well-understood 
lines, 

Why, then, is such action delayed? Why indeed? 

The construction of the necessary dams on the headwatérs 
of the system would impound the snow and rain water run-off 
and release it at a uniform rate throughout the year. The 
result would not only save the annual loss of millions in 
property and many lives; it would add great assets to the 
country’s wealth by improving inland waterway navigation 
and adding many hydro-electric power plants to those already 
serving the nation. 

As Mr. Parker says: “Neglect of our water resources results 
from the fact that there is not now and never has been in

the United States a national water policy.” But that explana- 
tion merely moves the real answer one pace further back. 
Why is there no national water policy? Why have we, with 
all our boasted progress, permitted this wholesale waste of 
life and property year after year? Why have we never 
adopted a well-formulated water policy? What’s wrong with 
us, anyway? What are we going to do about it? 


The Chamber of Commerce of the State of New York, which, 
Mr. Parker says, “has enjoyed an enviable reputation for 
constructive leadership since 1768,” pointed out the remedy 
in a resolution adopted at a general meeting of its members 
on February 3, 1927. That resolution cited H. R. 5025, a biil 
“introduced into Congress to create a Waterways and Water 
Resources Commission.” It was to be the duty of that com- 
mission “to utilize in its work the various agencies of the 
Government * * * to bring into co-ordination and co- 
operation the engineering, scientific and constructive ser- 
vices, bureaus, boards and commissions of the several Gov- 
ernment departments * * * to study questions relating 
to the development, improvement, regulation and control of 
navigation as a part of interstate and foreign commerce. 
This study is to include the related questions of irrigation, 
drainage, forestry, arid and swamp land reclamation, clari- 
fication of streams, regulation of flow, control of floods, utili- 
zation of water power, prevention of soil erosion and waste, 
storage and conservation of water for agricultural, industrial, 
municipal and domestic uses, co-operation of railways and 
waterways, and promotion of terminal and transfer facilities. 

“The bill provides specifically for making a complete and 
comprehensive plan for the control of floods, and the appli- 
cation of the now wasted flood waters in the watersheds of 
the Mississippi, Missouri and Ohio Rivers.” 

The resolution states further: “The Chamber has called 
upon Congress a number of times during the last 50 years to 
take steps to remedy the losses from these floods.” 

With remarkable patience and restraint the Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York refrained’ from admin- 
istering a richly-deserved verbal castigation to the successive 
Congresses that have so lamentably failed to measure up to 
their duty in this matter. 

There are many reasons why Congress should make ample 
provision for a comprehensive national water policy, and 
make it swiftly, and none why it should not. There are those 
immediately and inescapably evident reasons—the lives annu- 
ally lost in floods, the suffering of many refugees, the mil- 
lions of dollars in wealth annually destroyed. There is the 
great waste through our failure to fully utilize the power, 
irrigation and navigation possibilities of the streams and 
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rivers, not only of the Mississippi system but of the rest of 
the nation. 

There is still another reason—a reason growing steadily 
more evident and more insistent—and Mr. Parker expounds 
it with clarity and vigor. The Oriental peoples, far out- 
numbering the white races, are stirring in their age-long 
sleep. One day, unless all signs fail and all the lessons of 
history mean nothing, the world will be torn by a life-and- 
death struggle between the white races on the one hand and 
the yellow and brown races on the other. If we are to hold 
our own in that unequal contest, it will be by maintaining an 
overwhelming superiority of national organization and inte- 
Every resource of our continent will be strained to 
the utmost. Our streims and rivers, our rich alluvial valleys 
now annually flooded, must bei made to do their part. Our 
industrial development must be stimulated, not by high-pres- 
sure salesmanship but by the increased buying power of more 
general prosperity. As Mr. Parker put it: 

“The Caucasian has thrived because of a restless spirit. 
Like an avalanche he loosened himself from ancient moorings 
and invaded new fields of enterprise. Power and chemistry 
opened many doors to opportunity. Vast natural resources 
while the remainder of the world 
of his enterprise shows in his 


gration. 


were his for the taking, 
slept on. The refinement 
genius for organization, for changing non-liquid into liquid 
assets, for capitalizing and using credits, for creating a way 
through which the public may participate in large ventures. 

“His lack of genius shows in his resort to high-pressure 
salesmanship rather than to the development of new buying 
power on which to build an ever-growing distribution. 

“The Caucasian is, comparatively, a young factor in the 
larger affairs of the world. Europe’s Dark Ages prove that. 
His racial strength is yet to meet the test the Oriental is now 
preparing for him. 

“Like a glacier, the Oriental is breaking his bonds. He 
desires Western hospitals, medicines, machinery and skill in 
mass production and distribution, but he no longer desires 
Western religion, Western rule nor the full gamut of Western 
civilization. The tide of hostility thereto is rising. Another 
century will probably determine which is the stronger—the 
‘Oriental or the Occidental. 

“Last year the income of the United States was roughly 
0 billions of golden dollars. A few great corporations, with 
hundreds of thousands of stockholders, absorbed a very sub- 
stantial percentage of the total. Collectively their output is 
sv enormous that they must depend for their continued growth 
less and less upon winning away an increasing share of the 
total business from competition and more and more upon a 
constantly increasing purchasing power of all the people. 

“Bach of these great institutions maintains scientific labora- 
tories for the constant study of the problem of how to make 
the best possible use of raw material, waste products and the 
like, while the general sales managers rack their brains in 
search of new spurs to high-power salesmanship. 

“Meanwhile the general buying power of the people is left 
more or less to look out for itself. 

“The Caucasian would reflect the strength of the glacier 
rather than the speed of the avalanche were these scientific 
bureaus to turn much of their attention to the development 
of the public’s buying power. They would learn that much 
is lost through involuntary unemployment; that the whole- 
some and lasting purchasing power of the whole would be 
helped through individual thrift and economy. 

“That the general economy would be served through such 
national undertakings as the control of interstate drainage 
and its use for beneficial purposes in place of its waste in 
destructive floods. 

“That the checking of soil erosion would lengthen the life 
of the nation by centuries. 

“That too much law defeats its own purpose, and too much 
‘Government waste dries up wholesome buying power. 

“That America’s joy ride must come to an end some day. 

“In ‘The Patriotism ef Peace’ George H. Maxwell says: 
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‘The docile and subservient Chinese were the best field labor- 
ers that were ever found by any body of plantation owners, 
and for a time the Caucasian owners of orchards and vine- 
yards and lordly homes of California prospered mightily 
from the profits earned for them by the labor of the lowly 
Chinese. But what happened?’ 

“The Chinese saved their money and soon became proprie- 
tors, not only of lands but of factories. 

“Then they were excluded, not by the ability of the Cauca- 
sian to compete but by Congressional act! 

“Can Congressional acts control the movement of the Chi- 
nese once China is really awake and on the move? Only an 
economically efficient people can compete, even on their own 
soil, when China begins to bore itself into better-conditioned 


regions. 
“It is high time for America to give thought to the eco 


nomic well-being of each unit of its population, and to that 
endto * * * set up a national policy looking to the con- 
trol and us@ in place of waste in devastating floods of the 
country’s water resources.” 

Theoretically, Congress is a body of leaders, stationed in 
observation posts and spying out the country’s needs far in 
advance of general appreciation of them. ‘Actually, Congress 
seldom or never shows signs of leadership. Instead, it trails 
along at the heels of public demand. Probably the reason 
we have no adequate water policy is the fact that the public 
outside the flooded States has been too indifferent to the 
sufferings and losses within those States to set up the neces- 
sary demand. 

When the public finally realizes that its own prosperity is 
inseparably bound up with the productive capacity and, 
therefore, with the purchasing power of those States; when 
it goes further and realizes the general need for the low 
freight rates and additional power to be had through the 
maximum use of all our water resources, then—and only 
then—will Congress come to life and give us the national 
water policy we so greatly need. It is for the public, and 
especially for the press as the moulder of public opinion, to 
create and voice the demand.

WILLIAMS. 


2 eee M. WILLIAMS of John L. Williams & 
Sons, Richmond, Va., has had reprinted in pamphlet 
form some editorials from the MANuFAcTURERS Recorp in 
regard to the life and service to the nation of his brother, 
John Skelton Williams.

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ré The Mississippi Valley Will Quickly Rebuild. 


HROUGH wires to the governors and commercial organ- 


izations of Louisiana, Mississippi and Arkansas the 


MANUFACTURERS REcorD has offered to these States and cities 
the use of its pages as freely as they may desire to set forth 
the certainty of a quick revival of all the business activities 
of the overflowed sections when once the water has passed 


on into the Gulf of Mexico. 
We do not,in the least minimize the magnitude of the 


disaster. We know that it means great suffering to thou- 
sands of people; that it means the loss of much property and 


of many lives. We also know that this situation did not 


develop by any inherent conditions within the immediate 
limit of the overflowed region, but that these waters came 
from a vast region entirely outside of the South. The Phil- 
adelphia Ledger commenting on this situation said: 


“The Great River is a national problem. It is too mighty 
to be dealt with by any State or any group of States. Every 
year the levees must be made higher and stronger. This 
year even those 60-foot earth and rock walls at Cairo (IIl.) 
may not hold, for the water is licking at their tops. Through- 
out the course of the river across Louisiana the levees stand 
high above the valley, and the bed of the river is higher than 
the level of the plantations. * * * ‘The tale of the flood 
state at every river gauge can hardly tell the story. The 
waters drawn from about one-half of the continental United 
States are fighting to reach the sea. They are coming from 
as far west as the Yellowstone and the Bitterroots; from 
Pike’s Peak and the little rivers around Santa Fe; from as 
far east as the crest of the Blue Ridge, and from as far 
north as the Great Lakes watershed, and all are trying to 
find the Gulf through the multiple mouth of the Mississippi 
Delta.” 

The problem is, indeed, 
nothing less than this disaster could bring about a full 
realization on the part of the Federal Government of the 
supreme necessity of solving this problem, for engineers have 
long testified that it can be solved beyond question. It is an 


empire-building problem. Its solving means the building of 
vast reservoirs into which the waters of the far North and 
West can be turned in times of flood, and thus save the over- 
flow of the lower regions. And these reservoirs can be made 
a great asset for the nation through hydro-electric develop- 
ment and through an abundant supply of water for irrigation 
purposes in many places, and for maintaining an even stage 
of the river during long continued drouths. It is difficult to 
understand how Congress has for many years been so short- 
sighted as not to undertake the handling of this proposition 
and the solution of this problem. 

While we do not underrate the appalling conditions which 
have prevailed, and the vast losses in property and the losses 
by death which will follow the exposure of thousands of 
people, we hold that beyond question the entire overflowed 
region under the dominating influence of the boundless energy 
and initiative of the American people, will soon rally its 
fighting forces and once more march forward for great indus- 
trial and general business progress. 

Many cities in the country have at times been under water. 
The Ohio has often overflowed its banks at Pittsburgh and 
other places and done great damage. The Tennessee has on 
many occassion driven people from the lower sectigns of cities 
along its course, and the Mississippi and the Missouri have 
many a time done great damage in cities and in country alike. 
But none of these things has halted the communities tem- 


a national one, and perhaps 


perarily injured. The losses have been forgotten. The sweep 
of progress has gone forward. And so it will be in the case 
of the entire Mississippi Valley section from Illinois all the 
way down to the Gulf where high water has done its utmost 
damage. 

The fertility of the soil of that entire region, enormously 
increased by the silt which has come rushing down from 
Wisconsin and other States, is too productive not to be 
utilized to a greater extent in the future than it has been 
in the past. The transportation by water and by rail give 
to all that region advantages for shipping that will always 
have a commanding power in ‘enabling the products of that 
country to be sent out, and the necessities of the country 
brought in. The railroads will probably be the first to begin 
the reconstruction of all damage that has been done. Every 
power which they can exert through men and money is 
already being mobilized for tremendous work the moment the 
recession of the waters makes it available. 


When the coming of the Miami storm was seen one of the 
power and light companies operating in that district instantly 
got in touch with its entire construction forces up and down 
the East Coast, and by the time the storm had abated that 
company began the spending of $30,000 a day in reconstruc- 
tion work, in re-establishing broken power and light wires, 
and within a very brief time every broken connection had 
been re-established. 

That is the way In which the whole situation in the Missis- 
sippi Valley region will be handled by the railroads, by the 
telephone and telegraph companies, by the individual cities 
and States, and by the people at large. 

The Red Cross will need probably far more than the $5,000,- 
000 originally asked for in order to relieve suffering and to 
put people back on their feet financially. But what does 
$5,000,000 mean to the people of this covutry, whose wealth 
increases at the rate of $12,000,000,000 to $15,000,000,000 a 
year. Not only $5,000,000 but several times that amount 
should be sent into that district in order that the losses may 
be recouped more rapidly, and that once more that marvelously 
endowed section, one of the nation’s greatest assets, can go 
forward in the rebuilding of all of its activities, which will 
match the best that has ever been seen in San Francisco 
with its earthquake destruction, in Baltimore with its $100,- 
600,000 fire, in Galveston with its fearful flood, in Florida 
with its terrific storm of last fall, in Dayton, Ohio, which 
for a little while looked as though it might almost be blotted 
out, and in all the other disasters which have come upon 
every part of the country. 

There is room for pessimism in the thought of the present 
distress in that section, but against the pessimism of the 
moment there is still greater room for boundless optimism as 
to the future of the entire territory which has been suffering 
so keenly for the last few weeks. 





COULD “AL” SMITH DO IT?

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A JUST LABOR DECISION BY DADE COUNTY 
(FLA.) COMMISSIONERS. 


T was recently announced in some newspaper dispatches 

that the Board of County Commissioners of Dade County, 
Florida, which is now erecting a large building in Miami, 
had been induced by Union Labor leaders to cancel a con- 
tract with the Nashville Bridge Company for structural work 
because the bridge company was using non-union men. It 
was said that Union Labor leaders had offered the County 
Commissioners $6500 for cancelling the contract so that 
Union Labor might be employed. 

This statement sent broadcast created the impression that 
the Board of County Commissioners of Dade County had 
permitted themselves to be bulldozed into violating a specific 
contract in order to satisfy the demands of Union Labor. 
In reply to an inquiry of the ManuractTuReRs Recorp to the 
Board we have the following letter, which we take very 
great pleasure in publishing: 

Board of County Commissioners, 
Dade County, Florida. 


Miami, Fla., April 25. 


Editor Manufacturers Record: 

Your letter of April 23 addressed to the chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners was handed me by the chair- 
man with the request that I reply. 

Considerable controversy has been had over the letting 
of the contract for the erection of steel on our new court 
house to a non-union erector. The contractors who employ 
vnion labor had requested the Board to use their influence 
with the non-union contractors to use union labor instead 
of non-union. This matter was referred to the architects 
and various contractors for adjustment, the Board taking the 
position that so long as the non-union contractor was doing 
his work in accordance with the plans and specifications 
that they had no authority to say to him whom he should 
employ. 

The architects reported to the Board that they were un- 
able to get the Nashville Bridge Company to agree to the 
employment of union labor, after which the various unions 
stated that if the contract was taken away from the Nash- 
ville Bridge Company they would make up any difference 
in the cost. The Board consulted their attorneys on this 
proposition and he advised them that so long as the con- 
tractors were complying with their contract in every respect 
the Board had no authority to take the contract away from 
them or make any suggestions as to whom he should em- 
ploy. The Board concurred in the opinion of the attorneys 
and the matter now rests as it was before the controversy 
began. In other words, the Nashville Bridge Company are 
going ahead with their contract, and the Board is looking 
to the other contractors to comply with their contracts.

The MANUFACTURERS Recorp believes in the right of men to 
belong to unions or to be independent of unions. It believes 
in the right of contractors to employ men regardless of 
whether they are union or non-union men. It believes in 
good wages for all employes regardless of union or non- 
union affiliations. But it is unalterably opposed to the dom- 
ination by Union Labor leaders of building activities or 
other industrial pursuits of any kind. It affords us great 
pleasure, therefore, to give this statement from the County 
Commissioners of Dade County showing that that organiza- 
tion had the backbone to stand by its contract. Would that 
every other organization, individual or municipal, would 
have an equal degree of moral backbone in dealing with 
the whole labor question. 


In reply to our letter requesting further information on 
this subject, the Nashville Bridge Company, Nashville, Tenn., 


writes: 

“Replying to your letter of April 23, regarding the erection 
of steel on the Miami Courthouse, beg to say that this steel 
has been erected in two sections; the first was an ell of the 
first three floors erected on the outside of the old courthouse, 
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in which the offices of the county moved while the old court- 
house was razed and the main part of the building was 
erected. This consisted of about 300 tons. At the request of 
the commissioners, we sublet this 300 tons to a contractor, 
who used union labor, at an agreed price. He was three 
months in erecting that portion and the comeback charges in 
different ways caused us to pay some $2500 or $3000 more 
than the contract price, so we made up our minds we would 
have nothing to do with the unions on the main portion of 
the building, which was some 2700 tons. 

“We have never since that time considered using union 
labor and informed the commissioners to that effect. When 
we had erected some 1000 or 1100 tons on the second section, 
the unions brought pressure to the commissioners to force us 
to use union labor. This we declined to do. The union then 
estimated that the difference between our estimated cost of 
erection and their bid was $6500, and assumed that if they 
paid that amount we would abandon the job. They have 
been insisting that we accept that settlement. 

“Frankly, if we should pull off before completion of the 
steel work, our reputation would be damaged probably more 
than $100,000 and the fight we have been waging against the 
unions for the past eight years would be lost. 

“We stand unequivocally for the American principles of 
independence, that every man should have the right to choose 
who should work for him and for whom he should work. We 
believe that every man should receive just compensation for 
his labors and no more. 

“We intend to erect that job with our own men and to 
them will fall the honor of setting the flag on the topout on 
the tallest building probably south of Washington.” 


This is the spirit that should prevail everywhere, and we 
congratulate the Nashville Bridge Company upon their good 
horse sense and backbone.

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SHIPPING VEGETABLES FROM MEXICO. 


CCORDING to a report of the Department of Com- 
merce, the shipment of early vegetables from Mexico 
to the United States will amount during the 1926-1927 season 
to over 7000 car loads as compared with 3944 car loads for 
the previous year.

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President Coolidge Urged 


OVERNOR MURPHREE of Mississippi wired the editor 
of the MANUFACTURERS RecorD asking him to use the

appreciate the magnificent work that Secretary Hoover is 
doing, and that his ability as an engineer of world-wide 
experience will enable him to be of inestimable service and 
at the same time to make a comprehensive report to you. 
Nevertheless, as President of the United States the legislation 
necessary to make the entiré Mississippi Valley safe from any 
possibility of floods in the future will have to come before 
you. 

Without personally seeing the whole situation, I think it 
hardly possible for anyone ever to grasp the significance of 
the floods which, coming down from the far North—indeed, 
from the entire territory from the Rocky Mountains to the 
Alleghanies and the Blue Ridge, and from the Lakes to the 
Gulf—have poured their waters down the Mississippi River 
and tributaries to an unprecedented extent. 

The loss of life has been heavy. The loss of property 
enormous. Suffering must of necessity prevail, under the 
conditions existing, for a long time to come; but that suffer- 
ing is in no way whatever confined to the region immediately 
under water, for every part of the country must inevitably 
suffer in proportion to the damage done to any single section. 

A visit from you as the President of the country would 
cheer the hearts of those in the overflowed regions. It would 
encourage them to feel that you weré joining Mr. Hoover in 
this personal study and that you could, therefore, be counted 
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to Visit Flooded Regions. 


upon to do everything in your power to bring about such 
legislation as would make these flood waters a blessing of 
unlimited value to the country and forever avoid the danger 
which now covers so large a section. The utilization of the 
Mississippi River and its tributaries, beginning in the far 
Northwest, by the highest ability of the ablest engineers, in 
constructing reservoirs into which the flood waters could be 
turned, to be drawn upon in times of drouth, would be an 
undertaking of real empire building on a scale so great and 
grand that for all generations to come the President who 
brought such a plan into active operation would be remem- 
bered as one of the nation’s greatest leaders and benefactors. 


The entire West needs a development of this kind, just as 
much as do Mississippi, Louisiana and Arkansas. The New 
England States need, for continued existence of their textile 
interests—producing, as they do, the finer grade of goods— 
every bale of the long staple, or high-grade, cotton which can 
be raised in the Mississippi delta. They are, therefore, as 
deeply interested as is the overflowed territory. In what is 
known as the Louisiana Purchase, of 1,000,000 square miles, 
is to be found one of the richest regions in soil possibilities, 
in mineral resources and in manufacturing potentialities, and 
likewise in commerce, domestic and foreign, to be found in 
all the world. 


We have now reached a point in the development of this 
country where statesmanship of the highest order can take 
account of the whole situation and inaugurate movements 
which would insure industrial, agricultural and commercial 
progress far and away beyond anything that this nation has 
yet comprehended. I am moved, therefore, with so profound 
a sense of the good that would be accomplished by your visit 
to the overflowed region that I am taking this liberty of 
pressing upon your attention the invitations which you have 
received, and to get you, regardless of the present duties 
which may devolve upon you in Washington, to make an imme- 
diate visit to the overflowed district and there meet Secretary 
Hoover and State and municipal officials who are doing all 
that is in human power to lessen the danger and the damages 
from this flood. 


I feel justified in sending you this telegram, believing that 
a visit by you to that region would be worthy of the highest 
statesmanship and enable you to accomplish results of untold 
—indeed, of inestimable, value.

TIMES-PICAYUNE FOREST WEEK SPECIAL. 


MERICAN Forest Week was greeted in New Orleans 

by a special Forest Week section of the Times-Picayune, 
printed in green ink on kraft paper made of Louisiana pine 
by the Brown Paper Mill Co., Inc., Monroe, La. The pine 
timber is present in the sheet; the evergreen. foliage is 
symbolized by the color of the ink. The whole edition is 
illustrative of the leadership taken by the state of Louis- 
iana in forest cultivation. In provision for protection from 
fire, in scientific forest taxation, and in measures to educate 
the people of the State to an appreciation of forestry prob- 
lems, Louisiana is far in the lead of all Southern States, and 
is considered a good candidate for national pre-eminence. 
The inevitable result is that pine forests are being rapidly 
planted in the State and extensively cultivated on the per- 
petual-yield basis, while lumber and paper mill development 
is unhampered by the handicaps, prevalent in other States, 


of unsound taxing systems and uncontrolled fires. The entire 
section of the Times-Picayune is devoted to the kindred sub- 
jects, paper-manufacture in the South, the reforestation of 
cut over pine lands and prevention of forest fires. 

A few facts set forth in the paper illustrate the value to 
Southern States of careful protection and cultivation of 
their forest resources. The Southern kraft industry has 
already grown to $30,000,000 proportions; in Louisiana 3,000.- 
000 acres of forest land have been placed under the State’s 
forest fire protection; one-half of Louisiana’s wage earners 
are dependent on the lumber industry; Louisiana (and the 
Southern pine belt) can grow pulp wood in one-third the 
time required in the North; and Northern and Eastern pulp 
wood sources are far from the mills and freight charges 
are a heavy burden. When other Southern States, most of 
which are trailing too far behind Louisiana in this particular. 
close up the gap by more vigorous and scientific reforesta- 
tion policies, the inevitable development of the Souhern 
paper industry will become more rapid. 
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INCREASED COTTON BUYING BY FOREIGN AND 
SOUTHERN MILLS AND DECREASE BY 
NORTHERN MILLS. 


P to April 23 the exports of cotton amounted to 9,435,401 
U bales as compared with 6,898,210 bales for the cor- 
responding period of 1926, or a gain of 2,537,191 bales. Dur- 
ing the same period Northern spinners took 1,629,906 bales, 
or 72,000 bales less than they took for the corresponding 
period last year. Southern spinners, on the other hand, 
took this year 4,435,341 bales, or an increase of 326,000 bales 
over the same time last year. 

The significance of the decrease in the takings by North- 
ern mills and the increase by Southern mills is very striking. 
Southern mills took 2,806,000 bales more than Northern 
mills. In this very statement is found an illustration of the 
steadily declining tendency of New England cotton manu- 
facturing in contrast with the rapid expansion of the cotton 
mill interests of the South. 

Foreigners are continuing to buy very heavily, and the 
exports for the week ended April 23 amounted to 194,186 
bales, or more than three times the amount exported for 
the same week of last year. 

Foreign cotton buyers have played the game well. Know- 
ing that cotton was selling far below the actual cost of 
production, they have been stocking up heavily, taking more 
cotton than was needed for immediate requirements, and 
buying for the future, realizing that they would probably 
never get good cotton at as low a price as they were able 
to buy it early in the season. Already the increase in price 
which has taken place in the last month or two, has given 
to these foreign buyers an enormous profit on their raw 
material. With the probable decrease in acreage as a result 
of the overflow through much of the Mississippi Delta and 
Louisiana country, it is hardly probable that this year’s crop 
can by any possibility be as large as last year’s yield. More- 
over, the indications are that the boll weevil will be much 
more active this year than tast year. No definite conclusion, 
however, can be drawn as to the acreage in the Mississippi 
Valley country yet, for when once the waters have made 
their way to the Gulf plowing will be pushed as vigorously 
as possible, and with the increased fertilization of the soil 
by the overflow it is possible that a fairly large acreage will 
be planted and fairly good results achieved for the new crop.

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SOUTH RECOGNIZES COLORED PEOPLE OF 
MERIT. 


COLORED man, Lawrence Oxley, is to sit at the council 

table of the North Carolina Department of the American 
Legion. Lieutenant Oxley was recently elected to the post 
of Vice-Commander in charge of Section B, composed of 
negro members, reports the Winston-Salem (N. C.) Journal, 
which comments as follows: 

“The North Carolina Department is, so far as known, the 
only one that has thus given such high official representation 
to the negro service men and women. The Legion was organ- 
ized to benefit all service people. The election of Lieutenant 
Oxley to a position on the executive committee in North Caro- 
lina is a long step toward rendering the benefits of the Legion 
available to the negroes. It is also an interesting example of 
racial co-operation, and one that should prove fruitful with 
worth-while results.” 


Business men of Mobile, Ala., also recently presented a 
diamond ring to Dr. A. F. Owens in appreciation of his 44 
years of charitable work in that city. The recipient of this 
sift is a colored Baptist minister who has merited the respect 
and esteem of the people of Mobile by his service to humanity. 
Out of this respected colored citizen’s suggestion, back in 
1882, when a member of the county grand jury, to his fellow- 
jurors, to the effect that they make a contribution to provide 
a special Thanksgiving dinner for the prisoners in the jail, 
has grown the annual dinners for prisoners, for the inmates 
of asylums and for various public and private charitable insti- 
tutions at Thanksgiving, Christmas and New Year's; these 
are financed by the merchants of Mobile. The work is done 
under the direction of Dr. Owens, who makes the collections 
and distributes the dinners, afterwards making a report show- 
ing what has been done with the money, averaging about 
$1500 each season, entrusted to him. 

The white people of Columbia, S. C., some time ago paid a 
high tribute to a colored man of that city who had won a 
place in the hearts of both the white and colored people. 
When he died all banks, stores and other places of business 
closed for his funeral. Last year a colored woman of Macon, 
Ga., at her death was honored, and the Macon News in giving 
an account of the funeral of this beloved negro woman who 
was “laid to rest beside her white folks,” recalled other 
incidents in Macon when some years ago the negro educator, 
Hudson, was honored by the whites of that section, and of 
the burial of “Sergeant” Wilson, the negro janitor of the 
Macon Volunteers, who was buried with full military honors 
by the organization. 

These are but a few illustrations showing that the white 
people of the South publicly recognize colored people of 
merit just as individual whites hold in esteem colored people 
of high character with whom they have business dealings. 
In the South the negro who behaves himself has a far better 
chancé to make good than he has in other sections of the 
country, for the Southern people know the negro better than 
the people of other sections can possibly know him, and ex- 
perience has proven that Southern people have done and will 
du more for. the negro than anyone else will. 

It is with deep sorrow that the South sees the passing of 
the “old-time negro,” but there are still many of the younger 
colored generation who have been wise enough to make a 
place for themselves in their communities. But, on the other 
hand, there are far too many of the young colored element 
who somewhat resemble the young “buck” who was chiding 
“Old Uncle Ned,” a respected colored man of his community, 
telling him that he was “no good” and “behind the times”; 
when he had finished, Uncle Ned retorted: “Humph! You 
feels mighty sma’t and you may think you is all you say you 
is, but lisen ter me, nigger, howcome there is mo ob your 
kind in jail than there is ob mine?” 
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Mississippi, Louisiana and Arkansas Will Demon- 
strate to the World the Unconquerable Spirit

O the Governors, city officials and commercial organiza- 
, tions of the flooded region, the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
wired offering its pages for any statement that any of 
them cared to make in regard to the situation or to the 
ability of the States to solve the business problems which 
that section faces. 

An unlimited amount of space was offered to these various 
officials and commercial organizations, to set forth the facts 
which they desired to present to the people of the country 
at large. It was scarcely expected that during the height of 
the flood many replies would be received, but the telegrams 
which have come indicate the spirit that is alive in that 
section—a spirit which cannot be either downed or drowned, 
a spirit of determination to rebuild and out of the present 
disaster to create a greater future. 

In Mississippi, for instance, as outlined by a wire from 
L. J. Folse, manager of the Mississippi Development Board, 
only nine counties are in the flooded area, while there are 
seventy-three other counties untouched by high water. 

From the Governor of Arkansas, from Little Rock and 
from the Memphis Chamber of Commerce comes a spirit of 
optimism which amid all the present difficulties radiates the 
energy and activity for which that whole section has long 
been known.

The Spirit That Animates Mississippi Is the Spirit 
That Cannot Be Downed or Drowned. 


[Telegram to Manufacturers Record.] 
Chattanooga, Tenn., April 27. 
Many thanks for your telegram relayed here from Jackson. 
Your fine sentiments for our people and your very generous 
offer presented by me to eight secretaries of Mississippi 
chambers of commerce who are here. We are very grateful 
and thank God for such a friend and benefactor. 
As to flood conditions in Mississippi, the facts are that 
only nine counties of the 82 are affected, and only three 


completely inundated. The average production 
for these nine counties is about 450,000 bales. 

There is great distress and about 150,000 people, mostly 
colored, will require help. Loss of life estimated about 150 
and may be more. No accurate figures of loss of livestock 
available, but it will be heavy. The property loss will reach 
millions of dollars. 

Mississippi is badly hit, but you can see that, with 738 
counties free from flood, our great resources will enable us 
to recuperate rapidly. If the water in the affected area 
recedes by June 1, we will make a good cotton crop. The 
flood eliminates the weevil, which helps. 

Our spirit is unshaken, Mississippi and the South have 
seen worse times. Miss Glasgow, in one of her novels, said: 
“We will begin again, my dear.” 

The compensating thing about the flood throughout the 
valley is this: It will assuredly shame the Government into 
doing its full duty. We cannot conceive of a nation as 
wealthy and as progressive, a Government so rich in re- 
resources, men and material, permitting this ungodly condi- 
tion to continue. Every man responsible for the failure of 
a comprehensive flood control program ought to hang his 
head in shame. The position of leadership of this nation 
will be fixed by the action it takes in the speedy solution of 
this river problem. 

The flood is no act of God. It is due to national and local 
political stupidity and business indifference. The manufac- 
turers who sell us goods and those who buy our bonds and 
products and the life insurance people can help by joining us 
in demanding that the Government do its full duty by assum- 
ing complete responsibility for levees and other necessary 
means to solve the question. 

We thank the nation for its fine response to the Red Cross.

“Across the Flood Arkansas Sees Only the Rain- 
bow,” Is the Beautiful Closing Sentence of 
Governor Martineau’s Telegram. 

[Telegram to Manufacturers Record.] 
Little Rock, Ark., April 28. 

While not presuming to minimize the seriousness of the 
recent flood disaster in Arkansas, nevertheless I wish to 
correct the erroneous idea which prevails in some quarters 
as to its magnitude and possible economic effects. 

The facts are that a limited area of our lowlands, devoted 
principally to cotton raising, has been overflowed to such an 
extent that it cannot be planted in cotton this year. In 
many other affected sections, however, preparations for the 
year’s crops are already under way. Instead of being a 
detriment to the land, the floods have enhanced its fertility 
tremendously by a surface deposit of the richest silt. The 
loss of tenant houses will delay resumption of work consider- 
ably, but, even so, it must be remembered that the plantation 
owners have had in contemplation a marked reduction in 
cotton acreage. 

With the increased productiveness of the new made soil 
it is doubtful whether the aggregate cash returns from cotton 
this year will show any appreciable decrease from last sea- 
With the exception of the destruction of numerous

son. 
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small bridges and the sweeping away of many flimsy cottages, 
the property damage is not such as to cause alarm. 

Arkansas derives a great percentage of its income from 
its vast oil, gas and coal fields, its apple, peach and berry 
industries, its extensive timber resources and a wide variety 
of agricultural products indigenous to the highlands, none o1 
which has sustained appreciable damage from the late floods. 
There is nothing in the situation to justify pessimistic predic- 


tions. On the contrary, Arkansas is looking forward to an 
era of unusual prosperity as the necessary result of the 


impetus which will be given all lines of industry by the plac: 
ing in circulation of large sums of money which will be 
expended by railroads and other big enterprises in the re- 
habilitation work during the next few months.

To Plant Crops in Good Season. 
[Telegram to Manufacturers Record.] 
Memphis, Tenn., April 29. 

The city of Memphis occupies a strategic position on a 
high bluff overlooking the alluvial lands of Arkansas and 
Mississippi. North and east of Memphis, in Tennessee, the 
land is high and dry. "North and west of Memphis, in Arkan- 
sas, is the St. Francis basin alluvial land, protected by Mis- 
sissippi levees. South of Memphis, in Mississippi, is the 
Yazoo delta, likewise protected by levees. 

Due principally to a break in the secondary levee at a point 
in Missouri about 150 miles north of Memphis, part of St. 
Francis basin has been overflowed. Owing to a break in 
levee some distance south of Memphis, on the Arkansas side. 
there is considerable land now under water. A break also 
occurred in the levee on the Mississippi side, some distance

south of Memphis, but there is no land overflowed in Missis- 
sippi closer to Memphis than 125 miles. Where land is not 
overflowed, planting operations are now in full swing. 

In overflowed sections plans are being made to take farm 
hands back to plantations as soon as water recedes, with 
expectation of planting crops in ample time to yield a harvest 
this year. People in the alluvial land around Memphis have 
in the past shown a splendid recuperative spirit. It is in 
evidence now, even under present trying circumstances. Un- 
der leadership of the Red Cross, all agencies are co-operating, 
with a view to meeting the present emergency in such a 
manner as will best protect life and property in sections | 
subjected to overflow.

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SOUTHERN PRODUCE IN NORTHERN MARKETS. 


HE prominence of the South in the early spring markets 

of the North is glimpsed in a news article in the New 
York Herald Tribune, which says: “At the better class 
markets,” dealers declared that “the first Texas corn, almost 
a carload a day, has come into town during the week,” its 
wholesale price being quoted at $2 and $2.50 a bushel, 
“while on retail counters it sold for 10 cents an ear.” 

“The fluctuating strawberry market,” it continues, “offers 
abundant supplies for this week end, mostly North Carolina 
fruit and of better quality at slightly lower prices—about 
30 cents a basket—than in the last few days.” 

New potatoes and asparagus from South Carolina, new 
potatoes in great quantities from Florida, beans and a host 
of other foodstuffs are being supplied by the South to feed 
the North and the West. 
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Flood Situation Ultimately to Prove a Blessing 
to the Nation.

New Orleans, April 28. 

The nation saw the most important move in its history in 
favor of adequate flood protection when Governor Simpson 
ordered the levees cut 12 miles below New Orleans, at Poy- 
dras plantation, to xelieve the pressure of the Mississippi 
River, swollen by a record-breaking current. The purpose 
was to save more valuable areas than the site selected, from 
the disaster that already had overtaken millions of acres of 
land in the upper reaches of the Mississippi Valley. 

The people of New Orleans, through their public officials, 
bankers and leading citizens, guaranteed to reimburse all 
persons in the Poydras section for their losses, through a 
tax which the levee board has the right to impose to meet 
such a “public emergency,” in the words of Governor Simp- 
son, and made available for immediate loans the sum of 
$2,000,000. This shows how necessary the people of this 
section believe ‘t is to have spillways, or supplemental out- 
lets, to ease the strain on the levees, in times of high water. 
And the fact that the Mississippi River Commission advised 
that this step be taken, puts that body on record, at least 
constructively, as favoring the spillway idea, a solution to 
which heretofore it has been opposed; for, up to now, it 
always contended that properly constructed levees would 
meet any emergency. 

Therefore, the importance of this cutting of the levees 
transcends the present situation, about which more worry 
has been excited throughout the nation than in the territory 
immediately affected. Press reports printed broadcast 
throughout the country, illustrated by photographs, describ- 
ing “conditions” and “fears” in New Orleans, would be funny, 
if it were not for the financial aftermath. 

There is not, and has not been, any water in New Orleans 
because of the Mississippi River’s flood. 

There has not been a time when any responsible person 
feared the levees would break, even if the 24 feet of water 
forecast for the middle of May, which is four feet above the 
present stage and two feet above the previous high record of 
1922, actually materialized. 

Two large conventions were in session at New Orleans at 
the time when the flood of false propaganda was at its 
height—one a medical and one an electrical—and they went 
through their program of work and play without any uneasi- 
ness whatever. 

On April 16 New Orleans had the heaviest rainfall in its 
history. Fourteen inches of water fell within 24 hours. 
Lightning struck the wires of the power plant supplying 
electricity for the giant pumps that keep the city dry, and 
put them out of commission. As a result, many of the streets 
of New Orleans were overflowed. In some of the lower sec- 
tions of the city skiffs moved about pretty freely. Pictures 
of this freak condition were broadcast throughout the United 
States, and reproduced under caption lines describing them 
as “views of New Orleans overflowed by the Mississippi.” 
Careless editors and headline writers confused this rainfall 
with levee breaks in other parts of the Valley, and added to 
the general misrepresentation, which was so complete that 
when a corps of newspaper representatives reached New 
Orleans, a few days ago, with Secretary of Commerce Hoover, 
they expressed loud astonishment at not finding the city 
sunk beneath a crevasse. 

During the rain-flood the general business of the city was 
sadly interrupted. But as soon as the pumps started working 
and the excess water ebbed from the streets New Orleans 


went about its business as usual. It is an interesting fact 
that the deposits of homesteads, during this period when the 
rest of the country was sending telegrams of sympathy to 
friends and relatives in a city “caught in an overflow of the 
river,” have shown an increase. It is true that some persons 
sent their wives and children to the resort sections nearby, 
but they were not many, and any precaution, in the case of 
the most helpless, is proper in the face of a possible disaster. 

When Governor Simpson decided to cut the levees at Poy- 
dras, below the city, and create an emergency spillway, he 
removed even this remote fear, and stocks on the local ex- 
change rebounded two to four points, and retail stores 
bounded forward in the usual spring and summer rush. The 
New Orleans Clearing House said: 


“While the river protection of the city of New Orleans is 
such as to indicate an ample margin of safety, under all 
possible circumstances, the additional benefits to the city in 
the present situation that will come from the opening of the 
Poydras levee undoubtedly mean absolute protection. Pic- 
tures of flooded streets, resulting from a record 14-inch rain- 
fall several days ago, have been sent throughout the country, 
and these have evidently led many persons to believe that 
New Orleans is under water. As a matter of fact, no water 
resulting from the present Mississippi River situation has 
touched our city and, in view of precautionary actions, none 
will. New Orleans is in good shape in every way, and wants 
the nation to know it.” 


The greatest benefit, then, coming out of the entire situa- 
tion is the assurance that a new relief valve has been opened 
to make still safer a city that already was safe. That, and 
the strengthening of the confidence in-spillways, which are 
only safety valves, and the heartening of Mississippi Valley 
interests for the battle to force national recognition of flood 
control, which embraces such developments as reforestation, 
impounding of waters and the utilization of energy that now 
goes to waste, in the development of hydro-electric power. 

There is no use blinking the fact that the fear—the exag- 
gerated fear, so far as New Orleans is concerned—of the 
river has been a terrible, retarding influence upon this sec- 
tion. With the attention of the country so thoroughly focused 
upon the Mississippi Valley, with the disaster in the upper 
sections so tremendous, so threatening to the national pros- 
perity—as shown by the sharp break on the New York Stock 
Exchange when it realized that the buying power of the 
principal producing section of the United States would be 
seriously impaired—those who have been leaders in the fight 
for a safer river and more thoroughly guaranteed develop- 
ment and investment possibilities think that. they have made 
a long leap toward victory. 

“Now, we'll have a safe city and a safe river-country, and 
the nation will see a new development,’ summarizes the 


‘attitude in financial, industrial and commercial circles of 


New Orleans. 
Allison Owen, president of the Association of Commerce, 


said: 

“A blessing in the present flood situation is that it has 
brought very forcibly to many minds in Washington, who 
have heretofore refused to see it, the knowledge that imme- 
diate action must be taken to safeguard the richest, most 
productive section of the country from a repetition of such 
disasters. The cutting of the levee at Poydras, with the 
approval of the Mississippi River Commission, is the first 
outright admission the Valley interests have been able to 
get that levees alone were not adequate. Now that it is a 
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demonstrated fact, New Orleans and the Valley can be as- 
sured at last that immediate remedy of the flood will be 
applied for all time. And, at last, New Orleans and the 
Valley can go ahead industrially and commercially without 
the handicap that has dragged behind them for so many 
years. |! 

The resolution passed by the Mississippi River Commission, 
April 25, to which reference has been made, says: 

“In the opinion of the Mississippi River Commission, serious 
breaks in the levees below Red River Landing are imminent 
and, in order to avoid the loss of life and property incidental 
to such an accidental break in the levee line, the commission 
believes that it is advisable to create a break in the levee at 
a predetermined point or points in the State of Louisiana 
selected by the Governor of the State or his authorized 
agents.” 

James P. Butler, president of the Canal Bank of New 
Orleans and chairman of Mayor O’Keefe’s flood protection 
committee, who handled the details connected with the arti- 
ficial Poydras outlet and the guarantees for indemnifying the 
residents, said: 

“We have met the flood challenge in a more decisive man- 
ner than we have ever done, and I foresee victory for us in 
our larger plans for making the river safe. Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover, now here, has stated publicly that ‘the 
nation has obligations to take care of the lower reaches of 
the Mississippi River.’ That’s strong language. Mayor 
Thompson of Chicago, another flood-time visitor, has made 
a similar expression and, as I understand it, is actively work- 
ing to the end that adequate flood-control measures be under- 


taken. 

“The fact that New Orleans was thought to be in serious 
danger may have been a blessing in disguise. Here was the 
nation’s second port—a city with an assessed valuation of 
nearly $600,000,000, with bank resources of $323,000,000, 
homestead resources of $112,000,000 and public docks of $50,- 
000,000; with a population of 400,000, and with more than 
1000 factories—menaced by flood. The possibility that such 
a city might go under, may well have appalled the nation. 

“Of course, we do not believe that we were ever in any such 
danger, but we do believe that there would have been appal- 
ling disaster elsewhere if we had not decided to cut the levee 
at Poydras, where the losses, though they may run into sev- 
eral million dollars, will not be as great as they would have 
been in other sections, and where the loss of human life is 
avoided entirely. But the fact that this threatened calamity 
and this gesture have drawn the eyes of the people and the 
Government of the United States to a recognition of the 
national problem, will make its solution more certain.” 

Governor Simpson ordered the levee to be cut at noon on 
Friday, April 29. This gave the residents time to withdraw 
from the doomed section, drive out their cattle and save most 
of their household goods. Provisions were made to house 
them in New Orleans. It was a strange sight that the roads 
presented after the publication of the order—the wholesale 
evacuation of a district; but a laughing, a cheerful evacua- 
tion, a magnificent contrast with the suffering, shrieking, 
starving flight from other sections up-river, where the flood’s 
rush.came upon them without warning. 

Poydras is 12 miles below Canal street. It is a trucking 
center, and two large industries are near the path of the 
crevasse, but most of this country is marsh. From the river 
to Lake Borgne, an arm of the Gulf of Mexico, the distance 
is about seven miles. The indemnity commission will consist 
of two men appointed by local authorities, two by the Mayer 
of New Orleans and two by the Governor of Louisiana. There 
is no way of saying at this time what the total loss will be, 
but every dollar of it will be paid back—a cheap investment, 
with an ultimate yield of a river safe against a recurrence 
of the disasters of 1927. 

Louisiana engineers believe that there should be a number 
of spillways, on both sides of the river, from Poydras up to 
Arkansas, to supplement the protective work of the levees. 
But this is only one phase of the flood-protection plan in its 
larger sense. That includes the prevention of soil erosion, 
reforestation and impounding of waters, and the first step 
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toward that end is the creation of a waterways and water 
resources commission by Congress, to make a complete and 
comprehensive plan for the control of floods, and the applica- 
tion of the now wasted flood waters in the watersheds of the 
Mississippi, Missouri and Ohio rivers, and to study questions 
relating to the development, improvement, regulation and 
control of navigation as a part of interstate and foreign 
commerce. 


Says New Orleans Section Now Safe.

ANNUAL CONVENTION HELD AT CHATTANOOGA—TO MEET NEXT YEAR IN ASHEVILLE.

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 2. 

Problems dealing with industrial development, agricultural 
development, commercial and civic development, public health 
problems and highway improvement featured the twentieth 
annual convention of the Southern Commercial Secretaries’ 
Association that came to a close here on Wednesday night 
with the annual Southern Products dinner. The meeting was 
by far the most successful yet held, in the view of W. N. 
slanton, president; J. A. Gawthrop, secretary, and William 
Holden, chairman of the program committee. 

Officers elected for the coming year were: B. S. Barker, 
executive vice-president of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, president; R. B. Beal, secretary of the Spartanburg, 
8S. C., Chamber of Commerce, first vice-president; William 
Holden, general secretary of the Tulsa, Okla., Chamber of 
Commerce, second vice-president, amd J. A. Gawthrop of 
Greensboro, N. C., Chamber of Commerce, secretary-treasurer. 
Asheville, N. C., was selected as the meeting place for the 
1928 convention. 


The awakening of the South to its possibilities, its success 
in its search for new industries, advocacy of the abolish- 
ment of the system of offering bonuses and tax exemption 
to new industries and special favors thereto, to the detriment 
of the industries already in existence, were among the most 
important subjects considered by the association in study 
of the industrial problems. The advantages of the South 
from all sources of industrial activity, and efforts to induce 
industries especially adapted to certain products and con- 
ditions to locate in the proper places, were also stressed in 
this connection. 


The public health question, being new to the organization 
in its discussions, proved one of the most important and 
interesting and great interest was shown in addresses de- 
livered by Dr. L. L. Lumsden, surgeon, United State Public 
Health Service; Dr. W. S. Leathers of Vanderbilt University, 
Nashville, Tenn.; Dr. E. L. Bishop, Commissioner of Public 
Health for Tennessee; Dr. S. W. Welch, State Health Officer, 
Montgomery, Ala., and others, the programs under way in 
Alabama and Tennessee forming the basis for these dis- 
cussions. 

Other prominent speakers at the sessions included Ernest 
N. Smith, general manager American Automobile Associa- 
tion; Frank Page, chairman North Carolina State Highway 
Commission; W. H. Barnwell, Lockwood, Greene & Co., At- 
lanta; D. A. Skinner, secretary of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, and W. O. Lochner, president of the National 
Association of Commercial Organization Secretaries, Tren- 
ton, N. J. 

At the Southern Products dinner, announcements were 
made of the awarding of the various prizes offered mem- 
bers for work for the organization and for the most con- 
structive program for the year within their own organiza- 
tions. The prize for the member who had done the most 
work for the organization during the year, $50 in gold, of- 
fered by Robert R. Ellis, vice-president of the Memphis 
Chamber of Commerce, was awarded to President Blanton 
who is manager of the West Texas Chamber or Commerce 
of Longview, this prize being decided on vote of the mem- 
bers present. W.R. Manier, manager of the Nashville Cham- 
ber of Commerce, was awarded the prize of $250 given by 
the Virginia Bridge and Iron Co. of Roanoke, to the secre- 
tary securing the largest number of new members to the 
Southern Commercial, 26. He announced that this money 


would be used to pay membership dues to the Association 
for his five assistants. The prize of $100 offered by Ernest 
N. Smith of the American Automobile Association to the 
secretary submitting the best all-around program of accom- 
plishments during the year was awarded to Mr. Manier and 
the Nashville Chamber of Commerce. Second prize in the 
membership contest, $200 given by the Tennessee Electric j 
Power Company of Chattanooga, was awarded to George C. 
Merkel, secretary of the Alexandria, La., Chamber of Com- 
merce who procured 15 new members, and third prize of 
$150 given by the Southern Pine Associatiou of New Orleans 
was awarded to Karl Lehmann, secretary of the Orange 
County Chamber of Commerce, Orlando, Fla., who procured 
14 new members.

In a discussion of the development of inland waterways 
for the South, Lachlan Macleay, secretary of the Mississippi 
Valley Association, said that as a result of that organization’s 
work Congress in the last five years “has raised the ap- 
propriations for the Mississippi Valley waterways from a 
paltry sum, barely sufficient for maintenance and snag boat 
operations, to $20,000,000 annually;” then, turning to the 
subjeet of floods he urged that “a real national program” 
be devised and adopted, and be put into operation. 


Frank Page, an acknowledged authority on highways, 
spoke on “Development of Trunk Line Highways in the 
South,” and said that “if ever there was a time when the 
South courted isolation, that time is past.” The South, he 
said, had “leveled all the breastworks intended to keep the 
‘Yankees’ out, and now Southerners vie with one another to 
bid them welcome.” He added that not every city in any 
State could hope to be on a trunkline highway and urged 
that secretaries try to reconcile their communities to con- 
tentment in location on branch roads. 

Speaking on “Industrial Departments,” Mark Fenton, ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the Savannah Board of Trade, con- 
cluded that “there is at present a more active interest on 
the part of the business element in cities in securing industrial 
expansions than ever before,” ‘and he felt that “none of the 
numerous activities of a chamber of commerce will be found 
more conductive of genuinely satisfactory results than a well 
managed industrial bureau.” 

“Industrial Work in the Smaller Chamber of Commerce” 
was the subject of an address by E. J. Nuvak, manager of 
the Association of Commerce, Lake Charles, La., and W. H. 
Barnwell, Jr., spoke on “Incubator Building”’—a happy title 
for a practical talk on real estate sites and factory buildings 
for industrial enterprises. 














Details of $500,000 Fence Plant in Baltimore. 


Additional details on the construction in Baltimore, by the 
Anchor Post Fence Company of New York and Cleveland, 
of a plant estimated to cost $500,000, have been furnished 
the MANUFACTURERS Recorp by Rickard and Company, Inc., 
of New York, for the fence company.

Power Plant Completed in 94 Days. 


Day and Zimmermann Engineering and Construction Com- 
pany, Philadelphia, Pa., recently completed a 5000 kilowatt 
capacity steam-eiectric generating plant at Amarillo, Texas, 
for the Southwestern Public Service Company in 94 days. 
It is the first unit of a super-power plant that will ultimately 
cost $15,000,000.

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The Nicaraguan Situation. 


By CourTrenay De KaA.s. 


President Coolidge addressed the members of the United 
Press, in New York, on April 25. At the same time he ad- 
dressed the world, and his speech is interpreted in Europe as 
the promulgation of certain doctrines to which he will adhere 
in respect of his foreign policy. 

Fundamentally that means a peculiar interest in the coun- 
tries between the Rio Grande and Panama. That has been 
an ancient interest. It was at the bottom of numerous dip- 
lomatic conflicts between this country and Great Britain, 
which resulted in the drawing up of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, and later the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, in both of which 
we sacrificed special privileges that we believed to be our 
just right. In the case of the former treaty the British inter- 
pretation of the meaning of certain clauses, accompanying 
the formal ratification, completely changed it from the inno- 
cent significance of the words that had received the consent 
of the Senate. In the case of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
again the whole intent of the instrument-was altered by the 
interpretation which later Great Britain insisted must apply 
denying our right to use any trans-Isthmian ship-canal for 
our domestic commerce free of tolls. 

The only possible justification for that special interest in 
Central America mentioned by Mr. Coolidge lies in the exis- 
tence of the Panama Canal, and the expectation that we shall 
need to build a second canal across Nicaragua. No nation 
but England yet has seriously questioned this special privi- 
lege. During the long period when Great Britain exercised 
virtual control over the east coast of Nicaragua as the “pro- 
tector” of the Mosquito Territory, she endeavored to extend 
her authority down to the Rio San Juan del Norte, from 
which she was dislodged by the bombardment of Greytown 
by forces of the American Navy. It is to be noted, however, 
that the American forces at that time did not land marines 
nor participate in establishing a local government. We 
merely drove out the British contingent, because the Mosquito 
Territory did not extend that far south of Bluefields, as had 
been recognized in many previous diplomatic contentions from 
the days when the famous future Lord Nelson endeavored 
fruitlessly to capture the San Juan River, with the object of 
planting the British flag on the projected route of the ship 
canal. 

The apology now offered for the control of Nicaraguan 
territory by virtue of “neutralization,” and for the activity 
of marines, as reported by correspondents on the spot, in 
going with troops of the Conservatives when they were pre- 
paring attacks upon the opposite party, which was virtual 
military aid, since our troops were deliberately placing them- 
selves in a position where it might become necessary, if the 
Liberals attacked the Conservatives, to engage in hostilities, 
needs far more detail than the President yet has offered. He 
says that during the period of our former occupancy of 
Nicaraguan territory “the people were peaceful, orderly and 
prosperous,” and then, “almost at once after I withdrew the 
marines revolution was started.” Next, he states that “a 
President was designated by the Congress” and he was 
recognized. The disorders continued, and the “President” 
represented that he was unable to protect American lives and 
property, upon which our marines were despatched to the 
scene. 

We hope that the President is not offering this as history. 
Writers of history in these days are expected to go so far as 
to tell all the facts, in so far as they may be accessible. It 
would be necessary to explain how the President whom we 
left there on the withdrawal of our marines was forced by 
Chamorro to resign, he having executed a coup d’etat. If 
has been said, by men professing to know, that he was aware 


that he would not be recognized by the United States, and 
that, on playing his part to get rid of Solérzanc, he himself 
was to be displaced, but that he was then to be named 
Minister from Nicaragua to Spain, France and some other 
countries as soon as his successor was appointed.and duly 
recognized by this Government. It is certain that Chamorro 
did make way for Diaz, and was then appointed Minister to 
Spain, France, etc., and that he went at once to Spain, where 
the comments upon his arrival indicated a certain coolness. 
Even if this plan was not all made beforetime, it was at least 
indelicate for Diaz, who has indicated that our will is his, 
to be so swift about making this appointment. Incidentally, 
by way of making a better face for himself before the world, 
Chamorro very justly criticised the recognition of Diaz by 
the United States, as reported from San José, Costa Rica, on 
the ground that he failed to see wherein his own accession 
to power through his coup .d’etat was any less legal than the 
way in which Diaz had come to the Presidential chair. 


This raises the question as to the constitution of the par- 
ticular Congress in Nicaragua that “designated” Diaz, who 
was then recognized by our Government. Was it the Con- 
gress that had been elected legally along with Solérzano, or 
was it what we call a “rump parliament”? If it was not a 
rump parliament, why did it not follow the Nicaraguan 
Constitution and acknowledge the succession of Sacasa, who 
was the legal claimant to the Presidency after the resigna- 
tion of Solérzano? Sacasa had not resigned, and his term 
was unexpired. How could another man be legally named 
by any congress while Sacasa was in the field? When it 
comes to giving historic reasons for what has transpired, it 
is fair to have such questions as these fully answered. 


‘We are informed that Sacasa, elected legally under pro- 
tection of our marines, and with a full right to the Presi- 
dency, which involuntary exile could not annul, went to 
Washington, expecting to find there a welcome and an en- 
dorsement of his legal claims, and was unable to obtain an 
audience with the Secretary of State, and that, finding no 
hope in Washington, he repaired as a last resort to President 
Calles. It would be interesting to know how far all this 
harmonizes with what is recorded in Washington. To go a 
bit deeper, it would be interesting to know, if the information 
is available at the Department of State, what was the excit- 
ing cause of the earlier revolution that unhorsed President 
Zelaya, and how it happened that a little outbreak, beginning 
over on the Mosquito Shore of Nicaragua, should prove to be 
so abundantly financed that the meager population of that 
wilderness of lagoons and jungles could be able to buy arms 
and ammunition and employ alien mercenaries, and overturn 
a government that had maintained peace and prosperity in 
the republic for many years. That episode was the beginning 
of our difficulties in Nicaragua. That was a reason why the 
Latin Americans have openly accused us of imperialistic 
tendencies and acts. It is not enough to say that we are not 
imperialistic. We must prove that we are not by refraining 
from doing the things that have not been explained well 
enough to convince men of the highest patriotism in the 
Senate and House that: we have pursued throughout this. 
unfortunate affair in Nicaragua. a course that we can fully 
justify in the light of impartial history. 


As against the rest of the world, we may properly affirm 
a special interest in Central America. Already we had de- 
lared, through the Monroe Doctrine, that special interest, 
not only in Central America, but in all Latin America. 
What we have been doing in Nicaragua has nearly nothing 
to do with the Monroe Doctrine. After what happened in the 
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case of the Benton murder in Chihuahua under Villa, and 
after the murder of Mrs. Rosalie Evans under Obreg6n’s 
administration, both unredressed, it is hard to believe that 
Great Britain was more exigent in Nicaragua than she was 
in the cases cited. Moreover, it is hard to understand why a 
simple naval display would not have sufficed for the protec- 
tion of our own citizens as well as those of other nations, 
without the elaborate neutralization of great areas and the 
presence of marines at strategic points, and without sending 
them along when the troops of one party happen to be making 
hostile advances. 

Our special interests in Central America can be better pre- 
served by pursuing such a course that no one could feel thai 
we had taken sides in a domestic dispute. <A spirit of fair- 
ness, of simple justice, is sufficient to win the good-will of 
the Latin peoples. They are an exceptionally logical people, 
and excessively sensitive. It has been our custom to treat 
them contemptuously, and frankly to exploit them. Amer- 
icans have the credit in Spanish America for having financed 
most of the revolutions that have distressed those nations 
for many decades. We need to make an atonement by being 
specially scrupulous not merely to avoid evil in our dealing 
with them, but to go further and avoid as far as we possibly 
can the appearance of evil. 

It seemed out of place, even at a banquet of newspaper 
men, for the Chief Executive to refer to any sort of restric- 
tion of the press. It is strange that the statement should 
have been made that “one of the first efforts of all kinds of 
absolutism is to control the press. * * *” Control of the 
press and censorship of dispatches are one and the same. 
The President would seem to need more careful representa- 
tives than some recently employed, since it has been widely 
angounced in the press that for a time there was censorship 
Nicaragua, said to have been admitted in 
It may have been a case of someone exceeding 
authority, but in any case the episode ought to be fully ex-

plained, so as to leave no misapprehension in the public mind. 

It would be difficult to state the case better than has been 
done by the Evening World of April 26, in reply to the Presi- 
dent’s appeal for a non-critical press. To one who has been 
a staunch supporter of the President it seems astounding that 
an intelligent expression of opinion should apparently be 
unwelcome when not in accord with the policies of the Ad- 
ministration. The Evening World says: “Whenever there 
has been a real crisis the press has so conducted itself as to 
have no cause for regret. But in days of peace the press. 
and the citizen, will continue to exercise the rights of citizen- 
ship and to criticise our foreign policy whenever it seems to 
eall for criticism, and the press will not inquire from an} 
quarter just what the Americanism of the situation may be, 
If, by his plea for Americanism in the press, the President 
implies that it is the duty of the press to support the Govern- 
ment in all its foreign policies, his views cannot be accepted. 
The knowledge of Americanism and acquaintance with Amer- 
ican principles, traditions and ideals is not confined to public 
officials, no matter how exalted.”

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The War Against Crime Takes Practical Form.

Every time you feel tempted to spend $85 on some pleasure 
or luxury for yourself or the family and then decide that you 
cannot afford it, form the habit of saying, “I cannot spend 
this $85 for my own pleasure, because I must pay it to the 
country’s criminals—as my annual indirect tax to the coun- 
try’s Crime.” 

The cost of,Crime and of the suppression of Crime is one 


of the heaviest indirect taxes which the American public | 


pays. Crime costs you, yourself—and every member of your 
family, also—practically $85 every year. 

Every time a business man suffers a crime loss, he passes 
it on to you in the increased price of your food, rent, cloth- 
ing, luxuries, insurance and general expenses. Experts esti- 
mate that the money losses of the American public from 


' Crime—and from the additional cost of preventing, prosecut- 


ing and punishing Crime—are $10,000,000,000—ten billion 
dollars—every year. The population of the United States in 
1926 was 117,000,000 persons. Figure the annual indirect 
cost of Crime to your whole family, then realize that Crime 
is an appreciable item in the ever-increasing cost of your 
daily life. Every Crime means a proportionate waste of 
your money. 

Because of the outrageous nation-wide crime wave of the 
last eight years the National Surety Company recently 
started a movement to drive all criminals out of business— 
and, if possible, out of the country.

The Baumes laws aim to segregate the confirmed criminal 
and put him safely under restraint, so that he cannot con- 
tinue brutally and brazenly to attack honest, hard-working 
citizens. For this reason the Baumes laws fix definitely the 
punishment of fourth-offense felons at imprisonment for life. 
They also fix long-term punishments for third and second 
offense felons, so that their prison sentences will not depend 
upon the temporary whims and personal sentimentalities of 
judges and juries. They greatly restrict probation, parole 
and bail privileges and thus take the Crime problem away 
from meddling by politicians. 

About three years ago a police magistrate allowed a notori- 
ous criminal to abscond by releasing him on trifling bail. 
When shown next day the criminal’s long and dalgerous 
record the magistrate was quoted as having exclaimed impul- 
sively, to excuse himself, “But this man’s friends did not tell 
me anything about his record when they spoke to me about 
his bail last night.” It is to prevent improper personai influ- 
ence in criminal cases that the Baumes laws have been made 
so rigid in their sentences. 

This rigidity of sentences under the Baumes laws is in 
your interest and for your protection. These rigid laws 
segregating criminals are meant to keep your homes safe 
from wrongdoers who might otherwise be prematurely re- 
leased from the prisons. Whenever you read in a newspaper 


that some one wants to make the Baumes laws less rigid, you 
should recognize that an attempt is being made to break down 
one of the defenses of your own home. 

In addition to greatly reducing Crime losses in New York, 
the Baumes laws are rapidly driving criminals out of the 
State. Criminals arrested in other States are telling the 
police and courts of those States that the new, stern anti- 
crime laws of New York have caused their migration. The 
public officials of these other States are also beginning to 
discuss what they had best do to meet this invasion of ousted 
New York criminals. 

The remedy is, of course, for every State to pass anti-crime 
laws similar to the Baumes laws, so that confirmed criminals 
will be driven from one State to another until they are finally 
driven out of the country. In this, you, who are living in 
other States than New York, can greatly help. Write to me 
for a copy of the Baumes laws and, when I send one to you, 
forward it to your local State senator or assemblyman with 
a request that he introduce a similar measure at the next 
session of your State legislature. Those of you who live in 
New York State can also help greatly. Some politicians to 
whom criminals are occasionally useful do not like the 
Baumes laws, and an indirect, but determined, effort may be 
made in the Empire State to alter and weaken them. Do 
not stand for any weakening of the Baumes laws. These 
laws protect you and your family and the peaceful home in 
which you are now sitting. They keep you safe from being 
shot down in your office or residence by gangsters or a burglar 
seeking your earnings and savings. They make the streets 
safe for your children and women, 

The National Surety Company, which pays American busi- 
ness men more than $5,000,000 every year in crime insurance, 
and which sends hundreds of criminals to prison annually, is 
conducting through its 10,000 agents a nation-wide campaign 
for the passage by all State legislatures of laws similiar to 
the Baumes laws.

So the sooner we put the confirmed criminals safely away 
where he cannot harm us, the better for all of us—the better, 
indeed, oftentimes for the confirmed criminal himself.

These structures, with the exception of the tinished lumber 
shed, will be of modern steel and brick construction and will 
be thoroughly fireproof. The shop buildings will be equipped 
throughout with the latest types of machinery for the vari- 
ous classes of work. In preparing the grounds for the new 
buildings it was necessary to construct more than half a 
mile of concrete box culvert, six feet square, and to place 
600,000 cubic yards of filling material. The new plant is 
provided with paved driveways connecting the shop struc- 
tures and a complete system of storm and sanitary sewers, 
with the necessary water supply and fire-protection lines, et« 


The schedule called for the following buildings to be wholly 
or partly in use this month: Storehouse and oil and paint 
house, tin and pipe and electric shop, iron-storage building, 
carpenter and paint shop, two wash and locker buildings and 
the coal and coke bins. The locomotive erecting and machine 
shop, boiler shop, tank and paint shop, blacksmith shop and 
brass foundry are expected to be ready for occupancy by 
June 1. The power-house, mill building, wheel shop, tractor 
garage, paint shop and waste vat building and finished lumber 
shed will be completed about July 1. The general grading 
and the concrete driveways around the buildings have been 
completed. 


Sixteen miles of trackage are required to serve the new 
facilities and provide adequate storage for locomotives and 
cars prior to entering the shops for repairs and awaiting 
movement after repairs. Seventy-five per cent of the track 
work is now completed and the remainder will be finished 
by the time the buildings are occupied. 


The contract for the foundation work for the new struc- 
tures, which included driving 12,500 cedar piles, aggregating 
310,000 linear feet, was awarded to Joseph E. Nelson & Sons 
of Chicago, Ill. This firm also erected the superstructure of 
the locomotive erecting and machine shop, boiler shop and 
tank and paint shop, and is now erecting the power-house, 
mill building, wheel shop, tractor garage, paint shop and 
waste vat building and finished lumber shed. The contract 
for the superstructures of the other buildings completed and 
nearing completion was awarded to the Ellington-Miller Com- 
pany of Chicago. The steel for the new structures, aggregat- 
ing 10,000 tons, was fabricated by the American Bridge 
Company. The Federal Engineering Company of Chicago 
has done all the plumbing and a portion of the heating work. 


$8,800,000 for Illinois Central Shops at Paducah, Ky. 
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The Fischer Heating Company of Memphis, Tenn., is now 
completing one large heating contract and has just been 
awarded a second contract. The Dominion Construction 
Company of Niles, Mich., installed the concrete box culvert 
through the shop grounds and placed the filling material. 
The filling material was hauled in cars an average distance 
of 17 miles, and the work was completed in 190 working days, 
without interference or delay to other work. 

There are at present installed, tested and ready for use 
15 electric traveling overhead cranes, ranging in capacity 
from 10 to 250 tons, the latter handling with ease the largest 
type locomotive now in use on the Illinois Central system. 
These cranes were fabricated and placed by the following 
eoncerns: One, of 250 tons capacity, by the Morgan Engineer- 
ing Company of Alliance, Ohio; eight, of 10 tons to 50 tons 
capacity, by the Whiting Corporation of Harvey, Ill.; four, 
of 15 tons to 75 tons capacity, by the Harnischfeger Corpora- 
tion of Milwaukee, Wis.; two, of 20 tons capacity, by Man- 
ning, Maxwell & Moore of Chicago.

Phases of the Lignite Problem. 


Several methods of approach to the problem of the success- 
ful utilization of lignite are possible, states the Bureau of 
Mines., Any process whereby lignite can be profitably con- 
verted into more valuable and salable products will help to 
develop this latent source of energy. Accordingly, an inves- 
tigator might well study any of the following phases of the 
lignite problem: 

A cheap means for completely gasifying lignite, including 
an improved method of making producer gas and a suitable 
method for making water gas. 

A means for producing a solid fuel other than by briquet- 
ting the carbonized lignite. 

The possibility 6f developing a means of coking lignite. 

The commercial applicability of the carbonizing and: bri- 
quetting process and its relation to by-products and methods 
for plant control. 

A method for producing valuable crude liquid products by 
the distillation of lignite, with attention to the influence of 
changes in conditions, such as pressure, temperature and rate 
of heating, on the character, quantity and quality of the 
resulting products. 

The fact that lignite can be satisfactorily burned as domes- 
tic and boiler fuel when suitable stoves and grates are pro- 
vided means that its use is restricted primarily by the advan- 
tage of other fuels in price, convenience, storage, bulk and 
rate of combustion, states the Bureau of Mines. In the 
regions adjacent to lignite-producing mines storage is not 
important; relative price of available fuels is the determining 
factor. In such regions lignite is naturally the principal fuel] 
used. 

For domestic use one can buy stoves in which lignite, even 
the fine sizes, can be burned almost as efficiently as the 
higher-grade fuels. In order to liberate heat equivalent to one 


ton of high-grade fuel, approximately two tons of lignite 
must be burned and a stove large enough to burn lignite at 
the necessary rate must be provided. 

Considerable thought has been given to the use of lignite 
as boiler fuel. From the progress already made, evidently 
lignite will always be a competitor of other fuels for boilers 
in the lignite regions. The use of special grates, step grates, 
chain grates and underfeed stokers has made possible a fairly 
high thermal efficiency in the use of this fuel; this possibility 
added to the fact of an oversupply, usually of the fine sizes— 
slack lignite—which sell at a very low price, makes lignite 
attractive as boiler fuel. 





Meeting of National Soybean Association. 


A meeting of the National Soybean Association, to be held 
at Washington, N. C., on August 9, 10 and 11, is expected to 
bring to Eastern Carolina leading soybean growers of the 
United States and prominent visitors from the science depart 
ments of various educational institutions. The first session 
of the meeting will be held at Washington on August 9, while 
it is planned to take visitors on a tour of the soybean sec- 
tion of Hyde county on the second day, ending at Swan 
Quarter. The party will return to Washington for the night 
and on the third day will make a trip through the northeast- 
ern section of the State probably ending at Elizabeth City, 
where the meeting will close.

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A 1500 Mile Highway Within the Limits of Florida. 


THE INFLUENCE OF A GREAT UNDERTAKING, AS SEEN BY MR. DU PONT.

The details in regard to this 1500-mile loop highway around the 
State are indicative of the way Florida is developing its highways. The State counties expect to spend $27,000.-

What does the Florida Loop Highway mean to the people 
of Florida, present and future, and to the uncountable num- 
bers of people of other States, and of foreign countries, who 
in years to come will use this Loop Highway to see and 
enjoy Florida in its entirety and in the fullness of measure 
of the State’s wonderful natural attractiveness and capacity 
for providing enjoyment, as well as the natural resources and 
advantages that are essential for successful business and 
industrial enterprises? 

The Dixie Highway from Jacksonville to Miami is built, 
or under construction, for its entire length of approximately 
390 miles. The State Road Department has stated that the 
portion under construction will be completed by September 1, 
1927. 

The Tamiami Trail from Miami to Tampa is built, or under 
construction, throughout its entire length, a distance of ap- 
proximately 275 miles. The State Road Department expects 
to have this highway completed about September 1, 1928. 

The Gulf Coast Highway from Tampa to Pensacola will be 
approximately 432 miles long. At present there are approxi- 
mately 190 miles of this road built, and all the counties along 
the route have either provided the funds necessary for the 
building of the highway or expect to be authorized by the 
State legislature to issue and sell bonds in the amount neces- 
sary to construct the highway in their respective boundaries. 
It is estimated that with co-operation between the respective 
counties and the State Road Department the Gulf Coast 
Highway from Tampa to Pensacola can be completed in time 
for the 1929 tourist season. 

The Spanish Trail from Pensacola to Jacksonville is built, 
or under construction, throughout its entire length, a distance 
of , approximately 418 miles. The State Road Department 
expects to complete this highway by December, 1927. 

It is apparent from the above that the completion of the 
Florida Loop Highway presents no formidable obstacles, as 
the portions of the Florida Loop that are now built or under 
construction constitute approximately 80 per cent of the 
entire project. 

The Florida Loop Highway has perhaps done more to 
develop a spirit of teamwork and co-operation in Florida 
than any other single project. The press of the entire State 
have, possibly for the first time, united in demanding through 
their editorial columns the completion of the Florida Loop 
Highway at the earliest possible moment. 

Florida is a great State in extent of its area. It is the 
second largest east of the Mississippi River. It has prac- 
tically 1200 miles of ocean and Gulf coast. Its east coast, 
along the Atlantic Ocean, has been famous for many years 
as a winter resort, where the wealthy aud fashionable of the 
United States and foreign countries have flocked to escape 
the snow and wind of more northern climates, and its west 
coast, along the Gulf of Mexico, is just beginning to be dis- 
covered by the outside world, and when the public at large 
have become acquainted with the wonderful beaches, the beau- 
tiful bays, bayous and inlets of the Gulf coast it is probable 
that a more rapid development will take place in Florida 
than any heretofore seen. 

No other State in the United States can have such a high- 





way as the Florida Loop, because only Florida has a seacoast 
of approximately 1200 miles, and the Florida Loop, skirting 
this seacoast for almost its entire length will pass through 
every variety of Florida land and scenery. 

The Florida Loop Highway will furnish means of trans- 
portation in many sections of the State that are undeveloped 
for lack of transportation, and will open these sections to 
settlement and development. 

In the year 1926, it has been stated, 100,000 carloads of 
fruit and fresh vegetables were shipped from Florida. Large 
as these figures sound, the agricultural and horticultural 
possibilities of Florida have been barely scratched, and the 
products of Florida’s fields and groves can be increased just 
as rapidly as people settle and till the land. 

The United States Department of Agriculture shows that 
each acre of land cultivated in Florida returns a yield in 
excess of $100 per annum, while the average yield for the 
rest of the United States is approximately $24 per aere, or 
less than one-fourth the return per acre per:annum that is 
secured in Florida. 

The settlement and development of Florida as a whole will 
be greatly expedited by the early completion of the Florida 
Loop Highway, and, in my opinion, Florida will increase its 
population by not less than 250 per cent» within 10 years 
from the date of the completion of the Florida Loop Highway. 
which highway will make every portion of the State readily 
accessible, and will promote commerce and industrie. through- 
out the entire State. 





Fertilizer Industry Shows Activity. 


The Department of Commerce announces that fertilizer 
manufacturers in July to December, 1926, produced 310,326 
tons of sulphuric acid and consumed 972,806 tons in the 
manufacture of 1,805,691 tons of acid phosphates containing 
30,613,000 units (of 20 pounds) of available phosphoric acid. 
The production of sulphuric acid by fertilizer manufacturers 
was thus equal to 83.3 per cent of their total consumption. 
Acid phosphates sold as such amounted to 649,864 tons, con- 
taining 11,329,000 units of available phosphoric acid, and 
319,800 tons of acid phosphates, containing 5,455,000 units, 
were consumed in the manufacture of other fertilizers. 

The statistics for the last half of 1926, as compared with 
those for the last half of 1925, show decreases of 11.8 per 
cent in production of acid phosphates and 11.1 per cent in 
total sales of acid phosphates, a decrease of 7.3 per cent in 
stocks of sulphuric acid on hand at the end of the period, 
and an increase of 6.2 per cent in stocks of acid phosphates. 

The statistics for the last half of 1926 are based on the 
reports of 172 establishments, of which 131 are located in the 
South, as follows: Alabama, 16; Arkansas, 1; Florida, 6; 
Georgia, 35; Louisiana, 5; Kentucky, 1; Maryland, 7; Vir- 
ginia, 9; Mississippi, 6; North Carolina, 18; South Carolina, 
19; Tennessee, 7; Texas, 1. The remaining establishments 
are located as follows: California, 2; Illinois, 4; Indiana, 
5; Maryland, 7; Massachusetts, 2; Michigan, 1; Montan, 1; 
New Jersey, 4; New York, 1; Ohio, 17; Pennsylvania, +4. 














Chile and Peru at a Crisis.

Chile issued an administrative order recently for the 
“nationalization” of the disputed provinces of Tacna and 
Arica, which is fraught with possibilities of danger to the 
peace of South America. The order has been officially pro- 
tested by Peru as a violation of the status of those provinces, 
with the additional statement that she will not be responsible 
for the consequences of this “audacious challenge by the 
Chilean dictatorship.” This is to call a spade a spade. Frank- 
ly, we fear that Peru is not physically prepared to go to 
the length implied in this State paper, without virtual 
suicide. Unfortunately, she is so impressed with the magni- 
tude of the injustice that she has suffered at the hands of 
Chile that she finds it difficult to reason calmly and prac- 
tically. We feel that Peru has not had the 
counsel in her recent struggle to carry through a plebiscite 
to determine the future sovereignty of the lost provinces. 

Without venturing to judge all the circumstances of the 
case, we believe the generation of Americans that witnessed 
the struggle Peru and Chile in 1879 sympathized 
distinctly with Peru, but that fact did not impel the United 
States to intervene on behalf of the under dog. It is hardly 
to be doubted that today the situation would be identical. 
General Pershing, more by what he did not say than by any 
indications of personal feeling after his fruitless attempt to 
direct the plebiscite ordered by the arbitral award, seems to

Secretary after endeavoring patiently, but with 
some early misunderstanding of the influence of the Latin 
temperament upon political problems of this character, finally 
reduced the case to a searching, logical analysis and arrived 
by elimination at the only thing that could be proposed that 
had not previously been rejected. His proposal, that Chile 
and Peru agree upon a cession of Tacna and Arica to land-

locked Bolivia, possessed the merit of being a solution that 
would save the face of both republics, and offer to Bolivia a 
much needed outlet to the Pacific. A suitable remuneration 
was to be ascertained by a joint commission, which would 
have distributed the sum to be paid in accordance with cer- 
tain interests that each country could be shown to possess in 
territory and improvements. 

So sure was Peru that an honestly conducted plebiscite 
would have restored the provinces to her, that she rejected 
the suggestions of Secretary Kellogg. Since that time nothing 
has been done. It is significant that the case has not been 
dismissed so far as this country is concerned. Even the 
arbitral award has been left in the state of uncertainty that 
characterized the unfulfilled terms of the treaty of Ancon, 
by which a plebiscite was to be held in 1894. Accordingly, 
Peru affirms that the matter still rests in the hands of the 
arbitrator, President Chile maintained in her 
order for nationalization that the case was ended and that 
the undisputed occupancy by that country should be converted 
into an exercise of absolute sovereignty. 

In the prevailing spirit of the nationals of both Chile and 
Peru conflicts in Tacna and Arica are inevitable. There 
would be no difficulty in finding a casus belli in the incidents 
that are bound to occur. We seem to have exhausted our 
resources in offering a solution that really solves something. 
It is difficult to see what more we can achieve, without 
bringing in new blood. To allow Peru to offer herself a 
useless sacrifice in a matter of offended national pride, which 
she is incapable of defending with any hope of betterment, 
materially or otherwise, would be a sad spectacle. Even 
Chile has little hope of issuing from a struggle with Peru in 
possession of any booty of value, such as she acquired in the 
annexation of nitrate and ‘guano territory in 1884. Were 


Coolidge. 
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she to attempt to annex Peru, with its rich mines and cotton 
lands, and with the great undeveloped resources on the trop- 
ical eastern side of the Andes in the valley of the Amazon, 
she would encounter a steady internal resistance from the 
Peruvians that would nullify any possible economic advan- 
tage. 

Absorption of the Peruvian, with the profound difference 
in racial origin of the bulk of the people from the Chilean, 
is almost unthinkable. Chile already is suffering a great 
reduction in revenue from the decline of her nitrate industry. 
In the face of German competition, which recently startled 
the world by selling nitrogen products in the Peruvian port 
of Callao cheaper than nitrate could be produced and trans- 
ported from the Chilean fields, it is unlikely that Chile will 
ever return to the supreme position that she occupied a few 
years ago in the nitrate markets of the world. Therefore, 
she is not in the position of a newly growing power, taking 
possession of a virgin industry based on natural resources, 
which was her unique opportunity when she declared war 
against Peru in 1879. 

It would seem that the Argentine, or Brazil, or both, might 
properly propose their good offices to terminate this dispute. 
There is no reason why the proposal of Secretary Kellogg, 
reinforced by such friendly intervention in the spirit of peace, 
should not be revived. If those countries cannot make such 
an advance, it would be eminently appropriate for Spain, as 
the disinterested mother of all the Spanish-American States, 
to venture to promote good-will by pointing the way to a 
solution of a problem that must in some manner be settled 
by compromise. 





Moving From Towns to Cities and From Cities 
to Farms. 

The steady drain of population away from the farins to 
the cities is shown in a report of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which indicates that during 1926 2,155,- 
000 persons left the farms for city life and that 1,135,000 
moved from cities to farms. The number of persons living 
on farms on January 1, 1927, is estimated at 27,892,000, as 
against 28,541,000 on January 1, 1926. The report says: 


“It is estimated that 2,155,000 persons moved from farms 
to cities, towns and villages last year, and that 1,135,000 
persons moved to farms, making a net movement of 1,020,000 
persons away from farms. Births on farms during 1926 are 
estimated at 658,000 and deaths at 207,000, leaving a natural 
increase of 371,000 persons, which reduced the loss due to 
cityward movement to 649,000. 

“The bureau’s figures for 1925, revised on the basis of the 
1925 agricultural census, show a net loss of 441,000 persons 
in farm population that year. The gross movement from 
farms to cities was 1,900,000 and the gross movement to 
arms 1,066,000, making a net movement to cities, not count- 
ing births and deaths, of 834,000 persons. 

“All geographic sections of the country show net decreases 
in farm population last year. The farm population in the 
New England States was 636,000 persons January 1, 1927, 
against 651,000 January 1, 1926; Middle Atlantic States, 
1,768,000, against 1,808,000; East North Central, 4,323,000, 
against 4,425,000; West North Central, 4,729,000, against 
4,826,000; South Atlantic, 5,393,000, against 5,531,000; East 
South Central, 4,509,000, against 4,586,000; West South Cen- 
tral, 4,585,000, against 4,727,000; Mountain, 949,000, against 
973,000, and Pacific, 1,000,000, against 1,014,000. 

“The figures show that in the New England States 72,000 
persons left the farms last year and 52,000 went to farms; 
Middle Atlantic States, 155,000 persons from farms and 101,- 
000 persons to farms; East North Central, 319,000 from 
furms and 164,000 to farms; West North Central, 338,000 
from farms and 193,000 to farms; South Atlantic, 354,000 
from farms and 133,000 to farms; East South Central, 266,- 
000 from farms and 101,000 to farms; West South Central, 
402,000 from farms and 194,000 to farms; Mountain, 130,000 
from farms and 95,000 to farms; Pacific, 119,000 from farms 
and 102,000 to farms.” 
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Alexandria, La., an Industrious City.

A million dollars in additional payroll on the part of indus- 
tries secured in a year’s time is the achievement of Alex- 
andria, La. This city has a metropolitan population of 
between 33,000 and 35,000. 

Alexandria, in 1926, completed the joint terminals of the 
Texas and Pacific and the Missouri Pacific railroads at a 
cost of $1,500,000; obtained the Arkansas Oak Flooring Com- 
pany plant, erected at a cost of $400,000 and manufacturing 
25,000,000 board feet of oak flooring annually; located the 
National Lumber and Creosoting Company’s $300,000 plant 
and secured the Kellogg Lumber Company, as well as several 
smaller industrial plants. 

Next to its railroad industry, because it is a growing rail- 
road center with six trunk line railroads operating in every 
direction, the lumber industry is probably the largest. Logs 
are manufactured into lumber and lumber into flooring, fix- 
tures, car sidings, etc. There are five large hardwood mills 
operating, with about 1000 men, keeping the hardwood lum- 
ber market of this section supplied. It has been estimated 
that there is a 50-year supply of hardwood timber in Central 
Louisiana within a radius of 75 miles of Alexandria. 

Pine mills have practically cut out in Alexandria, although 
several still consume the 10-year commercial pine timber 
growth in this section. By the time that is cut pine timber 
will have a comeback, because reforestation is going on 
throughout Central Louisiana and commercial pine timber 
grows in 20 to 30 years, with paper pulp stock ready to cut 
much earlier. The paper mill and pulp industry is gradually 
developing throughout Louisiana, and Central Louisiana has 
many- forests which can supply material to such plants.

It has grammar, high and parochial schools, with colleges 
for commercial and professional students.

Within the last few years 
the Presbyterian, Baptist and Jewish congregations have 
built new edifices. The Episcopal Church erected a $125,000 
structure the last year; the Christian Scientists and the 
Roman Catholic Church have both added new buildings. 

A welcome is extended to industrial developers, to business 
and professional men, to homeseekers and those interested 
in agricultural development, to come to this steadily growing 
city. With transportation facilities that are unexcelled, a 
healthful location, ample labor supply ana raw materials 
within easy reach, this active community invites investiga- 
tion of its advantages.

A report tells of Germany rivaling 
Great Britain as a customer and user of apples grown in the 
United States, and the shipments of apples to South American 
countries are said to be showing a steady increase. 

“Great Britain buys more American apples than any other 
nation, and London leads all other cities outside the United 
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States in apple consumption,” said C. R. Porter, Rome, Ga., 
business man and owner of large apple orchards in Haber- 
sham, Polk and Haralson counties. “This would. be more 
interesting in Georgia if we produced more of the apples 
that Great Britain and London need and enjoy. Just at 
present, however, we are trying to make the Georgia apple 
better known throughout Uncle Sam’s domains.” 

Mr. Porter and other Georgia growers, backed by the Con- 
solidated Apple Growers’ Exchange of Cornelia, Ga., have 
announced plans for launching an apple-blossom festival in 
the near future. 





The Importance of Dairying in Bringing About 


Increased Prosperity. 

E. S. Perot, Jr., president of the Southern Dairies, Inc., 
Washington, in a letter to the MANUFACTURERS RECORD, Says: 

“We have carefully considered your recent inquiry and 
concur in your contention that every interest in Florida 
would share in the prosperity which would come from a larger 
agricultural and industrial population, as he expressed in 
your letter. 

“Florida has ample natural resources to maintain diversified 
agriculture of the most progressive type. Utilizing the now 
unused lands will mean the building up of a productive hinter- 
land around the center of population, stimulating the business 
and commercial activities of these centers. Of course, the 
cost factor of farm land will largely determine the extent of 
this development. With land values inflated, it will be 
impossible to attract new agricultural interests or make 
agriculture profitable to the present interests. Logical, sound 
development will rest upon a reasonable investment by the 
farmer. 

“Dairying plays a large part in diversification. It is, in 
fact, the stabilizer of agriculture. Encouraging progress has 
been made along dairying lines in many sections of Florida. 
The Miami area is almost self-sufficing in regard to fluid 
milk, as indicated by an article by Dr. C. B. Matthews, chief 
of the bureau of dairy inspection at Miami, published in the 
March issue of our magazine, the Silver Cow, a copy of which 
I am enclosing. 

“Southern Dairies has helped to encourage this develop- 
ment by providing the farmers with an outlet for their milk 
at a fair price. With five plants in the State, we are able to 
market a large amount of Florida-produced milk. We have 
done what we could along this line, but no one interest can 
hope to do any progressive work on a very large scale. 

“By the concerted action of the various agricultural asso- 
ciations, together with the help of the State and other 
interests, a publicity campaign on Florida could be made 
possible. But to make it successful it must be a co-operative 
effort of every interest, not only agricultural and Govern- 
mental, but business and commercial as well. The plan is 
logical and possible, and I believe that every interest and 
section of Florida would feel a healthy, progtessive stimulus 
from it.” 





Mineral Production of the Different States. ' 
A compilation of mineral production by States, covering 


the year 1925, made by the United States Bureau of Mines, 


Department of Commerce, emphasizes the generally unreal- 
ized fact that certain Eastern States contribute tremendously 
to the nation’s mineral output. The compilation also evi- 
dences the overwhelming preponderance of coal and oil as 
factors in the nation’s mineral production, 

Pennsylvania, with its enormous coal production, leads all 
of the. States with a total mineral output in 1925 of $867,196,- 
000. Oklahoma, with an output of $501,767,000, mainly petro- 
leum, was the second State. California ranked third, with 
a total mineral production of $496,923,000, largely made up 
of petroleum. Texas, another tremendous oil producer, 
ranked fourth, with a production amounting to $351,212,000. 
West Virginia, with an output of $333,528,000, ranked fifth, 
and here again coal was the big factor. 

The following table gives the total mineral output of the 
different States, with the principal minerals constituting the 
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In this compilation iron ore, not pig-iron, is 


taken as the basis of valuation of iron. In the case of other 
metals mine production, that is, the recoverable contest of 
the metals, is the basis used.

Another View of Compulsory Automobile 


Insurance. 
The Neale-Phypers Company. 
Cleveland, Ohio. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

.[ have been much interested in the editorials appearing in 
the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorp on the subject of compulsory 
automobile insurance, and especially the editorial in the issue 
of March 24, which includes a copy of the letter received 
from the National Automobile Chamber of Commerce. There 
is no question that everyone is anxious to stop the ever- 
increasing number of automobile accidents and also to elimi- 
nate, or at least minimize, the number of cases where injury 
to persons or damage to property is done by irresponsible 
automobile drivers. 

This is a big subject, warranting the best attention, and 
it is gratifying to know that the Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce is making a continuous study of the problem. I 
know that the insurance companies and the various State 
insurance departments are doing likewise. Being in the 
insurance business myself, compulsory automobile insurance 
would undoubtedly benefit me personally in a financial way, 
but I don’t believe that compulsory automobile insurance is 
the best means of accomplishing the desired results; how- 
ever, there is little use in condemning this plan unless some 
constructive alternative can be suggested. 

The results in Massachusetts for the first month’s opera- 
tion under its new compulsory automobile insurance law, as 
quoted by the National Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
indicate what I believe a longer experience will conclusively 
That compulsory automobile insurance will 
One month’s opera- 


prove, namely: 
develop more accidents rather than less. 
tions, however, are scarcely a fair basis for arriving at a 
definite conclusion, and in a number of States, including Ohio, 
action on proposed compulsory automobile insurance bills has 
been postponed on the ground that the results of the Massa- 
chusetts law after a fair trial should be observed before the 
plan is adopted elsewhere. 

In New Hampshire a law is being very seriously con- 
sidered, if it has not already been adopted, which is patterned 
after the so-called Stone plan. This plan provides for a 
preliminary hearing after an accident, and if the automobile 
driver is found at fault he may not then drive an automobile 
without depositing an insurance policy or surety bond or 
putting up securities to guarantee the payment of any future 
judgment which might be rendered against him because of 
an automobile accident. 

I would go a step further. First of all, we should have 
uniform traflic ordinances, as suggested by the Hoover Safety 
Conference, for it surely is confusing in driving from one 
town to another not to know whether a right turn may be 
made on the red light or a left turn on the green; whether 
to pull over to the right before making a left turn or whether 
to crowd to the left before making the turn. Every city and 
village makes its own traflic regulations, and this confusion 
makes for accidents. In the second place, a uniform and 
strict driver’s license law should be adopted in all States, and 
third, if after an automobile accident a judgment is awarded 
to a pedestrian against a driver and the judgment is not 
satisfied, at least up to $5000, the driver's license should be 
eanceled until the judgment is paid. 

This may seem to some to be rather severe, but it would 
mean that any automobile driver must either be in the posi- 
tion to pay damages or use the utmost care in driving. If 
only 20 per cent of the automobile owners carry automobile 
insurance, it will be readily agreed that more than 20 per cent 
of the automobile accidents which result in-suits and con- 
sequent judgments against automobile drivers are satisfied, 
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which means that the farmers and small-town people own a 
large proportion of the automobiles in use and do not have 
accidents in anything like the proportion to the total number 
of accidents as their cars bear to the total number operated. 
iXven in the larger cities many automobile owners drive only 
once or twice a week and at least have less need of insurance 
than those who drive continually. It is evident, therefore, 
that there is a large proportion of automobile owners who 
might choose to go without liability insurance, realizing fully 
the chance they were taking, but using the utmost care in 
driving. 

At this point it is only proper to say that the insurance 
companies have had difficulties in finding an equitable basis 
of writing automobile: liability insurance. If a foolproof 
method of writing on a mileage basis could be developed, it 
would help the situation, and even a uniform method of pay- 
ing automobile insurance premiums on a budget plan would 
make it easier for automobile owners to buy insurance. The 
fact that registrations in Massachusetts are 35,000 less this 
year than last is in some measure, at least, due to the cost of 
compulsory insurance. Finally, in my opinion, it is unwise 
to tell the people in any State that it is compulsory to buy 
automobile insurance if practically the same result can be 
obtained in any other way.

Roanoke, Va., Seeks New Industries. 

Entrusted by the people of Roanoke, Va., with $25,000 to 
spend in proclaiming the advantages, attractions and beauties 
of that city and section to the country at large, the Roanoke 
Chamber of Commerce has instituted an industrial survey 
and a “Roanoke Forward Movement.” With a handsome 
brochure, “Where the Shenandoah Rolls Through the Heart 
of the Southland—tTrail of the Lonesome Pine,” reprinted by 
courtesy of the American Automobile Association, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce publishes condensed information showing 
the population of Roanoke to be 67,000, with approximately 
350,000 people within a trading territory of 75 miles. Roa- 
noke real estate, “on less than 50 per cent valuation,” is 
assessed at $48,000,000; the city has many miles of streets 
and sidewalks and sewers; there are 17 public schools, two 
high schools, 12 elementary schools and one evening school, 
anti 51 churches for white people and 15 for the colored 
population. 

The 100 industries of the city employ 18,518 workers, with 
a payroll of $24,747,086, and annual output of $68,490,549. 
The largest Rayon, or artificial silk, mill in the world is 
situated at Roanoke. The Chamber of Commerce believes 
“there are many different industries, manufacturing plants, 
distributing branches, district headquarters and other busi- 
ness interests which may profitably locate in Roanoke and 
the immediate vicinity,” and it proposes to go after them. 





$1,000,000 Alabama Port Bonds Sold at Big 


Premium. 

Mobile, Ala.—Bringing a premium of $32,200, which is 
said to break all sale records of Alabama bonds of their class 
since the World War, the State has sold a $1,000,000 issue 
of Mobile port bonds to the First National Bank of Mont- 
gomery, Ala. The bonds will bear an interest rate of 4%4 
per cent and will mature in annual installments of $25,000 
each, beginning in May, 1937. Funds from the sale will be, 
used by the State Docks Commission, Gen. William L. Sibert, 
chairman and chief engineer, for installing a fender system 
for piers Nos. 1 and 2 of the port project; completion of 
transit shed on pier No. 2: construction of a wharf on the 
south side of pier No. 3, and for dredging in slip No. 2.

The Board of Education, Wellsburg, W. Va., has called an 
election for May 24 on a bond issue of $350,000 to build a 
new high school. 
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National Survey Shows Danger of Overbuilding Has 
Been Exaggerated. 


In addition to the new construction necessary to meet 
increased normal requirements, there is still a building deficit 
to be made up in many cities and towns, especially those with 
a population of 100,000 and under, according to W. J. Moore, 
president of the American Bond and Mortgage Company, who 
has made public a survey of building and rental conditions in 
the United States and Canada, which is compiled annually by 
his company. 

More than 2000 realtors and building authorities in 458 lead- 
ing cities and towns collaborated in this annual survey, which 
summarized the national building and rental situation as fol- 
lows: 

1. Danger of overproduction has been overemphasized, and 
there are few cities where the saturation point has been 
reached to an extent that would jeopardize community pros- 
perity. 

2. Slight slackening may be necessary in some localities for 
a brief period until the temporary surplus of structures is 
_ absorbed by growth and population, but there is no excuse for 
a blanket restriction on financing new construction. 

3. Building activity can continue at a high rate for some 
time to come before the national housing deficit is completely 
made up. 

4. Old-established and reputable real estate mortgage bond 
houses are fully cognizant of the situation and are discourag- 
ing building where overproduction is apparent. 

5. Cities of 100,000 population or under in practically all 
sections of the country can asorb a considerable volume of 
residential and business types of structures, but a majority of 
the larger cities are fairly well caught up with their building 
requirements. 

6. Rents, on the average for the country as a whole, are 
slightly lower than a year ago. 

7. Few cities have an abnormal number of vacancies and 
no further important downward movement is expected. 

8. Residential rents are well established, but business rents 
are showing a pronounced upward tendency in many cities. 

9. Supply of first-mortgage money is fully ample for con- 
servative investment, but practically no money is available 
for the speculative type of building. 

10. Second-mortgage funds are scarce throughout the coun- 
try, with the cost very high. - 

Of the cities and towns studied, 358, or 78 per cent, reported 
a shortage in some type or types of building. Only 34 cities, 
or less than 8 per cent of those reporting, indicated a general 
overbuilt situation which would warrant a halt in construction 
activities at the present time. 

The rental situation was also shown generally satisfactory, 
with less than 6 per cent of the cities reporting an abnormal 
number of vacancies. The tendency towards stabilization was 
shown to be more pronounced in rents of residential property 
than of business property. Thirty-four per cent of the cities 
reporting showed rents to be advancing on business property, 
while about 20 per cent showed an upward movement in resi- 
dential rents. 

“Our reports from the most authentic available sources 
clearly show that there is no basis in fact for applying state- 
ments of overproduction generally to the building situation as 
2 whole,” said Mr. Moore. “Any statement must be well quali- 
fied and narrowed down to certain definite types of buildings 
and certain definite locations. There are areas where the 
saturation point has been reached, but this situation will be 
for a brief period only, as there is every indication that the 
rapid growth and population increase will soon absorb the 
present surplus. This is but a normal cycle in the upbuild- 
ing and development of any country. 

“In many of the larger cities the term overproduction has 
evidently been too generally used, and can be only applied to 
certain districts or sections and to certain types of struc- 


tures. For example, there are sections of the boroughs of 
Manhattan and the Bronx, New York city, that have an ample 
supply of certain ‘types of structures for the time being, but 
in other sections of these same boroughs the supply of build- 
ings is still insufficient to meet normal requirements, espe- 
cially in moderate-priced housing accommodations. The same 
situation is true to a large extent in other large cities. 

“A uniformly normal building situation was reported in but 
a few cities and towns, only 17 per cent of the cities reporting 
indicating that no structures of any type were needed or over- 
built. The majority of cities in this group had a population 
of 25,000 or under, the only large cities being Baltimore, Port- 
land, Ore.; Seattle and Toronto.” 

Only 18 cities of more than 250,000 population reported a 
need for new construction. Although no really acute situa- 
tion existed, a need for dwellings was indicated in 10 large 
cities. 

The need for apartments and dwellings outside the large 
metropolitan areas was fairly well distributed throughout 
the country, although the greatest shortage appeared to be 
in cities and towns in the Central West and Southwest and 
in the Eastern States of New York, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. On the Pacific Coast California showed the greatest 
skortage, 19 cities reporting a need especially for apartments. 
dweliings and hotels. 

Increased population, new industrial development and the 
demand for modern high-grade housing accommodations were 
the chief reasons given by the majority of communities for 
new building construction. Many communities, while having 
sufficient structures at the present time to accommodate their 
needs, declared the situation was not good because there was 
not the surplus necessary for providing a rental market, and 
any further increase of population or industrial development 
would find the.community facing an acute situation. Other 
cities and towns reported a surplus of old and obsolete types 
of homes and commercial buildings, but declared that unless 
new housing facilities are provided they will face a situation 
of emigration of population and business will be seriously 
retarded, as present structures are rapidly growing unfit for 
habitation. 

Moderate-priced apartments and single family dwellings 
were shown to be the major building necessity throughout 
the country, although commercial and industrial structures 
are needed, especially in the South and Southwest.

Production of Potash in 1926. 


Potash produced in the United States in 1926 amounted to 
46,324 short tons of crude containing 23,366 
short tons of potash (K,O), according to the United States 
Dureau of Mines. Sales by producers amounted to 51,369 
tons of crude potash containing 25,060 tons of K.O. The 
potash materials of domestic origin, sold by producers in 
1926, were valued at $1,083,064 f. o. b. plants. About 26,000 
tons of crude potash with an available content of 9000 tons 
of K,O, remained in 1926. 
The production was chiefly from natural brines in California 
and distiliery residue from in Maryland. Small 
amounts were also obtained from steel plant dust in Penn- 
sylvania, alunite in Utah and glauconite in Delaware.

Salt Production in 1926. 


The salt produced for sale or use by operators of salt 
mines, wells, and ponds in the United States in 1926 amounted 
to 7,371,600-short tons, valued at $25,055,012, according to 
reports furnished by the producers to the United States 
Bureau of Mines. There figures show a decrease of less than 
1 per cent in quantity and of 4 per cent in value from the 
figures for 1925.

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Publication on Virginia Minerals. 

The Virginia State Geologist, Dr. Wilbur A. Nelson, haa 
recently published “Minerals of Virginia; Their Occurrence 
and Uses.” This publication is a standard publication of the 
Virginia State Chamber of Commerce, and is offered by it for 
popular distribution. 

Virginia, this emphasizes, has a great diversity of minerals, 
as 32 are now being mined commercially in the State. Of the 
basic minerals which seem to be most important in the gen- 
eral economic life of the country, such as coal, iron ore, lime, 
limestone, clay products and building stones, Virginia has an 
ample supply, the reports reveal. 

“The zine deposits of Southwest Virginia and certain parts 
of the Piedmont province give promise of ultimately being of 
commercial value,” Dr. Nelson says. “The most promising 
area in which tin has been found in eastern United States 
is in Rockbridge county, Virginia, and detailed prospecting 
may show that developments at this point are worth while. 
Virginia has a monopoly on a material used almost exclu- 
sively in the making of acid-proof vats, sinks and table tops; 
that is, the soapstone deposits which occur in Albemarle and 
Nelson counties of the Piedmont section. 

“Many rare minerals occur in Virginia which some day 
may have commercial value. Already one of these, rutile, 
has been mined successfully for a number of years in Nelson 
county, where the largest rutile mines in the United States 
are located. The coal deposits of Virginia are well developed, 
the total tonnage in 1925, the latest year for which statistics 
of production are available, being 12,799,443 tons. In addi- 
tion, we have. one county in which there are practically no 
developed mines and in which there are millions of tons of 
undeveloped coal seams of workable thickness—a great re- 
serve, to be used as a source of power in the future. 

“No estimate has been made of the tonnage of coal occur- 
ing in the Valley coal fields of Virginia, as sufficient data are 
not yet available fur this purpose, and no account is taken 
of the coal reserves a few miles west of Richmond, where the 
first coal mined in the United States was obtained. The 
Valley coal fields should develop a number of excellent mines, 
and it is likewise felt that prospecting in the Richmond coal 
‘basin may show new workable coal seams. Many of Vir- 
ginia’s resources are as yet scarcely touched, and it is an 
important duty of the State Geological Survey to aid in any 
way possible in bringing about their development. Par- 
ticularly is there a need for expansion in the clay-working 
industries and in the manufacture of cement.” 

The total value of mineral production in Virginia, accord- 
ing to the survey, is placed at $45,345,203 for 1925. A list of 
Virginia’s minerals are as follows: Barytes, basalt, cement, 
clays, coal, diatomaceous earth, emery, feldspar, gold, granite, 
gypsum, iron ore, lead, lime, limestone, manganese and man- 
ganiferous ore, marble, marl (calcareous), mica, millstones, 
mineral waters, pyrite, quartz, salt, sand and gravel, sand- 
stone, silver, slate, slate granules, soapstones, talc, titanium 
minerals (ilmenite and rutile) and zinc. 





Industrial Expansion of Tulsa. 


Figures recently published in the Tulsa World, on indus- 
trial growth in that city, show a gain in 1926 of $6,521,000 
in the value of manufactures over the previous year, bringing 
the total to $107,571,000. The gain in number of manufac- 
turing plants was 23. and the increase in employes was 1,572. 
Comparative figures as reported are as follows: 1924—Value 
of products, $94,610,000; number of employes, 7,600; number 
cf plants, 260. 1925—Value of products, $101,050,000 ; num- 
ber of employes, 8,810; number of plants, 277.. 1926—Value 
of products, $107,571,000; number of employes, 10,382; num- 
ber of plants 300.

The Danger of Increasing Criminality.

I read “The Economic Consequences of Crime” in the 
MANUFACTURERS Recorb, and if the investigator has proper 
foundation for his figures and estimates it surely presents a 
startling situation. I have often attempted to figure just 
those points with reference to crime; in other words, how 
much does it cost this country every year on account of our 
laxity of enforcement of the laws, or our indifference about 
providing a method of repression of crime or suppression of 
crime. 

That leads up to this thought: Are we surely and certainly 
drifting into a state where the criminal will get the upper 
hand and civilization will be helpless to. protect itself against 
the inroads of crime? The second thought is, Will the think- 
ing people of the world degenerate in their ideas to become 
mere spenders in their activities and permit our condition to 
go on until we are floundering impotent in the hands of the 
underworld? Is it possible in this day that men in office and 
those who pretend to practice law, because it is based on 
the idea of protection to society, have lost their bearings 
and are no longer standing in the same relation to law-abid- 
ing citizens as their profession sets out to be?

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THE IRON AND STEEL SITUATION 


Seasonal Trend in Evidence. 7 

Pittsburgh, May 2—[Special.]—In the majority of steel 
lines the volume of buying has decreased farther in the past 
week and the seasonal trend exhibited in the past three years 
is plainly in evidence. From March to July steel production 
decreased 55 per cent in 1924, 26 per cent in 1925 and 16 
per cent in 1926, the average being 32 per cent. Present 
indications suggest that this year’s decrease will be between 
this average and last year’s 16 per cent decrease. 

In fabricated structural steel there is an exception to this 
general swing, official reports showing slightly heavier book- 
ings in the first three months of the year than in either of 
the two preceding years, while lettings in the past two weeks 
have been particularly large, 57,000 tons last week and 48,000 
tons the week before. 

Prices have been developing weakness afresh in some steel 
lines. There were declines in several lines up to the latter 
part of February, and then for some time the market was 
quite steady. The heavy demand of March merely held 
prices. Altogether, it is doubtful whether recent prices on 
these lines will hold indefinitely. The open market lately 
has been quotable at 1.90 cents for bars and shapes and 1.80 
cents to 1.90 cents for plates. 

Prices for sheets have been practically profitless, suggest- 
ing radical action, and last Thursday the Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube Company announced stiff advances in its prices. 
The market lately has been 2.15 cents to 2.20 cents on blue 
annealed, 2.75 cents to 2.85 on black and 3.60 cents to 3.70 
cents on galvanized. Some shading in pipe is reported. 

The bituminous coal strike of April 1 continues to prove 
a very mild affair. There has been no striking in the Con- 
nellsville coke region, and spot furnace coke, reported down 
10 cents to $3.15 a week ago, is now soft at that figure. 

Pig-iron is dull and steady. 

Heavy melting steel scrap is very dull and is off $1 a ton 
in the past fortnight.

Quotation Base Holds Firm. 

sirmingham, Ala., May 2—[Special.]—Furnace interests of 
this section are reconciled to a certain degree to the small-lot 
buying of pig-iron. Now and then a healthy order for iron 
is placed—that is, healthy as to the size in the general buy- 
ing, which has a most encouraging effect. The orders on hand 
are sufficient to warrant continued production on present 
pace, though the foundry make is off a little in comparison 
with three months ago. No iron is going to the surplus stock 
on furnace yards. The surplus stock is normal. The larger 
melters of iron have intimated that there will be warrant 
for active production through May and June and smaller 
melters are buying as their needs come up. The quotation 
base is held firmly at $18 per ton, No. 2 foundry. 

Cast-iron pressure-pipe production continues steady and 
confidence is expressed by the pipe makers that this year 
will see as much tonnage as in 1926, and the statistics of that 
year made a splendid showing. 

The soil-pipe industry has not been as fortunate as the 
pressure-pipe trade, though some of the larger shops on soil 
pipe and fittings have been going steadily and have been 
requiring much iron. Stove manufacturers are looking for- 
ward to steady production. 

The steel market has had a little drop and the make is off. 
The Mississippi River flood has affected the wire and nail 
demand somewhat, and other shapes of steel have felt a 
sudden termination by reason of that disaster. The rail and 
railroad accessory demand continues brisk, but in other 
shapes there has been more or less shrinkage. 

Coal production in Alabama is being held steady. The 
depression that usually comes when the warmer weather 
sets in has started. Intimation is given that there may be a 
eall for Alabama coal by reason of the strike in the middle 
western section of the country, but the buying will be along 
orderly lines. Purchasing agents will be named and the coal 
will be purchased as under normal times. 

Coke production is off a little. Independent coke producers 
have no surplus stock. Iron and steel companies have not 
been in the open market. Coke prices hold at $5.50 per ton 
for foundry coke. 

The scrap iron and steel market is unchanged; quotations 
are low. Heavy melting steel and No. 1 cast are the prin- 
cipal commodities in the limelight.

How the Railroads Have Prospered Since They 


Were Restored to Private Operation. 


The railroads of the United States have reached a turning 
point in their history, in the light of a study of the operating 
records of Class 1 roads made by the National Industrial 
Conference Board, New York, covering the period 1920 to 
1926. A consistent drive for greater operating efficiency with 
lower costs has been the keynote of the carriers’ program 
since 1920. More business, handled at smaller cost per unit, 
has been the objective, and the degree of success reached is 
partly reflected in the fact that in 1926 the roads loaded 18 
per cent more cars, although they had 12 per cent fewer 
employes, and increased their total freight ton-mileage, that 
is, the total hauling of freight for revenue, by 8 per cent. 
Ton-miles of freight hauled in 1926 over 1000 pounds of fuel 
consumed were 27 per cent greater than in 1920. Total 
operating expenses, amounting to $5,828,000,000 in 1920, were 
reduced to $4,669,000,000 last year. 

Despite a falling off in passenger revenue from about 
$1,289,000,000 in 1920 to $1,043,000,000 in 1926 (due, in part, 
to lowered rates; in part, to diversion of travel to other 
means of communication), total operating revenues for all 
the Class 1 railroads increased from $6,178,000,000 in 1920 to 
$6,383,000,000 last year owing to an increase in freight 
revenues from $4,328,000,000 in the earlier, to $4,809,000,000 
iv. the latter year. Operating economies and increased freight 
revenues combined helped to lift the combined net operating 
income or earnings to $1,213,000,000 for the Class 1 roads 
last: year, as against only $17,000,000 in 1920, the year when 
the Government returned the railroads to private manage- 
ment. This was accomplished on the whole without curtail- 
ing wage-earnings, which are higher now than at the begin- 
ning of 1920. While wages rose sharply during the latter 
part of 1920, at the peak of the post-war inflation period, they 
dropped again in 1921 and 1922. Since then hourly earnings 
of railroad workers have steadily and in 1926 
averaged about 7 per cent more than they did at their lower 
level in 1922. 

Considerable financial assistance was received by the rail- 
roads from the Government under the Transportation Act to 
restore service, but since 1923 they have refurded a consider- 
able portion of the Government’s advances. Total railroad 
obligations held by the Government, which totaled some 
$456,000,000 in 1923, in 1926 had been reduced to about 
$299,000,000.

High Records in Car Movement on Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railway. 


An average of 58.3 miles per car per day was the splendid 
record made by the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway during 
March, according to an announcement by W. J. Harahan, 
president. This represents an increase of nearly two miles 
per car per day over the February record, which was 56.8 
miles, and more than seven miles per car per day over the 
January record, which was an even 51 miles. This is much 
above the general average of the railroads as a whole, which 
six years ago set for themselves the attainment of a daily 
car average of 30 miles. This was reached and surpassed 
last October when a new high record was established—a daily 
average of 34.3 miles per car per day, but the Chesapeake and 
Ohio average last October was 60 miles per car per day, or 
1.7 miles greater than in March.

Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Will Display the 
Progress of Railroading. 


A World’s Fair in Transportation, or what is believed will 
be the largest and most complete outdoor historic railroad 
pageant ever displayed, will be the chief attraction of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad’s two-week centenary celebra- 
tion at Baltimore, September 24 to October 8. The exhibit 
will be in the southwestern outskirts of the city at Hale- 
thorpe, close by the railroad and the Baltimore-Washington 
Highway. Work is progressing on the 1000 acres which will 
be the site of the exposition. Plans include a loop track over 
u mile long, nearly two miles of other track and a grand- 
stand seating over 12,000 persons. Various replicas of build- 
ings and other railroad structures will be erected. 

The Hall of Transportation will house many exhibits show- 
ing the development of rails and ties, not only from the Bulti- 
more and Ohio’s earliest used but going back to those on the 
tramways of England in the Eighteenth and Nineteenth cen- 
turies. The development of many railroad appliances, nota- 
bly the air brake and the signal, also will be displayed in 
detail. There will also be shown reproductions and models 
of the earliest European locomotives, equipment and convey- 
ances, even to the vehicle in use in the days of the Pharoahs. 
The motor vehicle, especially as it is correlated with the 
railroad, will also have its place in the show. Parking space 
for 3000 automobiles will be available. 


Freight Loadings Affected by Floods. 


Reports filed by the railroads with the Car Service Division 
of the American Railway Association showed 956,875 cars 
loaded with revenue freight for the week ended on April 16. 
Due principally to the floods along the Mississippi River as 
well as the strike of bituminous miners, this was a decrease 
of 7919 cars under the corresponding week last year. It was, 
however, an increase of 33,031 cars above the corresponding 
week in 1925, but it was a decrease of 2599 cars compared 
with the preceding week this year, with all commodities 
showing a decrease under the preceding week, excepting 
miscellaneous freight and ore. Since January 1 there have 
been 15,274,169 cars loaded with revenue freight, which ‘total 
compares with 14,805,425 cars loaded in the corresponding 
period of 1926 and with 14,548,053 cars loaded in the corre- 
sponding period of 1925. 


Short Line to Be Rebuilt. 


According to a report from Greenville, S. C., the Greenville 
and Northern Railway, 23 miles long from Greenville to 
River Falls, S. C., will be virtually rebuilt from Greenville 
as far as Marietta; 15 miles, to adequately serve industrial 
developments along the route. J. E. Sirrine & Co. of Green- 
ville are the engineers. It is estimated that the work will 
cost from $75,000 to $100,000. The line is operated for freight 
service only. It is owned by the interests controlling the 
Saluda Land and Lumber Combpany and the Saluda stone 
quarry. The proposed erection of the Slater mill at Marietta 
is also a factor in bringing about the improvement. F. G. 
Hamblen of Greenville is vice-president and general manager 
of the line. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Co. has issued through 
J. W. Perrin, assistant freight traffic manager, Wilmington, 
N. C., Circular D-4670 which gives definitions of the territory 
to be covered by representatives of the freight traffic depart- 
ment. The circular is dated April 20, 1927, and it will be of 
value to shippers at many points in the South as well as to 
railroad men. 
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Gulf, Mobile and Northern Railroad Active in 


Development. 


President I. B. Tigrett of the Gulf, Mobile and Northern 
Railroad Company, Mobile, Ala., in a published announcement 
addressed to people who live along the lines of the company, 
says that for some years it has employed agricultural as well 
as home demonstration and poultry specialists who have 
co-operated in the excellent work which has been done by the 
various county agents along the line and that more recently 
it has employed a geological engineer. The people are accord- 
ingly told that the services of these men and women are at 
their disposal and that a request for a personal call or for 
information will be answered as soon as possible. The com- 
pany is actively interested in the development of the territory 
adjacent to its railroad. 


Georgia and Florida Extension Progress. 


H. B. Holmes, chief engineer of the Georgia and Florida 
Railroad, in a letter to the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD says that 
the work of building the extension from Augusta, Ga., to 
Greenwood, S. C., 56 miles, is being gotten under way and 
the grading, building of concrete masonry culverts, and the 
installation of corrugated pipe, is now progressing satisfac- 
torily. Winston & Co. of Richmond, Va., to whom the gen- 
eral contract was awarded on March 7, have established 
headquarters and offices on the line at Edgefield, 8S. C., which 
is about half way between Augusta and Greenwood. 





Cotton Manufacturers of Carolina to Meet. 


Asheville, N. C.—The twenty-first annual meeting of the 
Cotton Manufacturers’ Association of North Carolina, of 
which Hunter Marshall of Charlotte is secretary, will be 
held at Grove Park Inn, this city, on June 24 and 25. Details 
of the program have not yet been completed. 


High Density Compress for Lake Charles. 


The Association of Commerce of Lake Charles, La., wires 
the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD that, through its efforts, a high 
density cotton compress is being located in Lake Charles 
by the Anderson-Clayton Company, cotton factors of Hous- 
ton, Texas, and A. J. Matthews of Russellville, Ark., who 
will own and operate the plant under the name of the Lake 
Charles Compress and Warehouse Company. The buildings 
will occupy a site of 14 acres on deep water and will be 
served by a private dock. The following contracts have been 
awarded: General, J. R. Thomas, Russellville; lumber, 
Powell Lumber Company; roofing, Murray-Brooks .Hard- 
ware Company, both of Lake Charles; press, Webb Press 
Company, Minden, La.

Hosiery Mills Purchased—Improvements 
Planned. 


The Weiss Hosiery Mills at Cleveland, Tenn., have been 
purchased by Shreve & Adams, selling agents, of New York, 
and Clyde Wilkins, a hosiery manufacturer of Chattanooga. 
Mr. Wilkins wires the MANUFACTURERS RecorpD that the mill 
will manufacture fancy half-hose, with a production capacity 
of 20,000 dozen per month. It will operate as the Debonair 
Hosiery Mill. 

The mill is at present equipped with 100 latch needle knit- 
ting machines, 25 ribbers, 15 loopers, sewing machine, dyeing, 
bleaching and finishing departments. It is understood that 
the new company plans to erect an addition and install 
machinery at a cost of $30,000. 
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New England Firm to Build $2,000,000 Cotton 
Mill in South Carolina—May Add Bleachery 
and Finishing Plant Later. 


Press reports from Greenville, S. C., state that S. Slater & 
Sons, Inc., of Webster, Mass., will build at once a 30,000- 
spindle cotton mill at Marietta, S. C., which is located on 
the Greenville and Northern Railroad above Greenville. The 
announcement was made by the Greenville Chamber of Com- 
merce, which has collaborated with J. B. Sirrine & Co. of 


' Greenville, engineers for the project, in locating the industry 


in this section. No official announcement has been made as 
to the probable cost of the mill, but it is estimated that the 
investment will approximate $2,000,000 at first, and with a 
large bleachery and finishing plant probably to be added 
later, it is figured that the project will entail a total expendi- 
ture of $7,500,000. 

The mill building will be of standard steel and masonry 
construction, while the machinery will be modern in all de- 
tails. The plant will operate 700 looms, producing sateens 
and broadcloths. Electric power will be employed for driv- 
ing the machinery and this will be furnished by the Southern 
Power Company of Charlotte, which plans to build a line 
between its lines at Greenville and those on the Pigeon River. 

Several hundred operatives will be employed. It is planned 
to erect a mill village as soon as railway facilities are 
available. 


Will Erect Buildings in Statesville, N. C., for 
Woolen Mills of New York Firm. 


Statesville, N. C., April 25—[Special.]—The Pheenix Mills, 
Inc., of Little Falls, N. Y., will begin moving their large wool- 
en mills to Statesville as soon as necessary buildings are com- 
pleted by the Iredell Development’ Company, which has been 
organized with a capital stock of $400,000, subscribed by over 
400 local residents under the auspices of the local chamber 
of commerce, of which Bailey T. Groome is secretary. Pre 
liminary announcement concerning the plans for moving the 
mills to Statesville was published in the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp of March 31. 

Lockwood, Greene & Co. of Boston, Mass., and Charlotte, 
N. C., are now preparing plans for the buildings. Ground 
will be broken on a 10-acre tract within ten days. It is 
planned to have the buildings ready for the installation of 
equipment before September 1. Grier-Lowrance Construction 
Company will be the contractors. There will be two main 
buildings; the first to be erected will have about 100,000 
square feet of floor space, and the other about 50,000 square 
feet of floor space. Employment will be given initially to 
about 400 persons. 

The contract for the removal of the mills to Statesville was 
signed in March when W. N. Shepardson, president of the 
Phoenix Mills, Inc., and L. M. Graves, treasurer of the com- 
pany, met a delegation of citizens consisting of Mayor L. B. 
Bristol, J. M. Deaton, J. G. Shelton, W. E. Webb, L. J. Freel 
and Bailey T. Groome. 


The Russell Manufacturing Company, Alexander City, Ala., 
is erecting a new building to house 650 additional looms and 
is handling its own construction. 











North Carolina Sells $20,000,000 of Bonds and 


Notes on Low Interest Rate. 

Raleigh, N. C—On the basis of an interest rate of 4 per 
cent, the State of North Carolina, B. R. Lacy, State Treas- 
urer, $20,000,000 of highway obligations at par, 
$10,000,000 of which are long-term bonds, the remainder to 
be issued as notes to become due December 31, 1927. The 
purchase was made by a syndicate headed by the First 
National Bank, National City Company and the Bankers 
Trust Company, all of New York. The bonds will mature in 
the amount of $1,500,000 on July 1, 1929; $1,000,000 annually 
from 1930 to 1937, and $500,000 in 1938. 

The purchasers of these new bonds are the same syndicate 
that bought the $10,000,000 of 4.25 per cent bonds sold by 
North Carolina last December and which were quickly taken 
by investors on a 4.15 per cent basis. The fact that the new 
loan is purchased by the syndicate at a 4 per cent interest 
rate instead of 41%, per cent is additional evidence of the 
increasing popularity of securities issued in the South. 

Offerings of these new bonds to investors are now being 
made by the syndicate and their associates at 10014 for the 
1929 maturities, 10034 for the 1930 maturities and 10014 for 
the 1931 to 1938 maturities, but it is stated that the notes 
will not be offered to the public.

Ocala, Fla., April 27—[Special.]—The Marion County Com- 
missioners have sold $500,000 of road bonds, which brought

Construction is well advanced on the 
Ocala-Silver Springs-Daytana Beach Highway.

Provide $2,000,000 for Three Bridges. 


Nashville, Tenn.—The construction of three toll bridges in 
Tennessee has been authorized by a bill recently passed by 
both houses of the legislature which carries an appropriation 
of $2,000,000 for this purpose. Provision has been made for 
building one bridge across the Tennessee River between Chat- 
tanooga and Jasper; another across Cumberland River in 
Sumner county, and another atross the Tennessee River at 
Knoxville at the site of the old Cherokee Bridge. The ap- 
propriation is to be divided equally for the three structures. 


Maryland Invites Bids. 


Sealed proposals will be received until May 10 by the State 
Roads Commission, Baltimore, for road construction to em- 
brace seven projects and cover a total of approximately 18 
miles. The work will include a total of 9.20 miles of concrete 
roads embraced in five projects, and a total of 8.77 miles of 
concrete shoulders in two projects. 


The Louisiana Highway Commission, Baton Rouge, will 
receive bids until May 17 for constructing a roadway embank- 
ment on 2.74 miles of the De Quincy-Texas Highway in 


Calcasieu parish. 
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Increase in Virginia Motorbus Lines. 

Richmond, Va., April 30—[Special.]—Motor carrier lines 
are steadily increasing in Virginia, according to the State 
Corporation Commission. There are 230 motor companies 
licensed in the State in both passenger and freight service, 
chiefly the former, operating nearly 300 buses, with seating 
capacity of about 5500 and covering a distance over Virginia 
highways of 6000 miles. 

For the first four months of this year 30 certificates of 
authority to engage in motor-vehicle service were issued by 
the Commission. Sixteen of these, however, were for trans- 
fers, the remainder for new lines. 

In 1926 42 new bus carriers were licensed by the Commis- 
abandoned service, while 68 figured in mergers to 
effect greater service to the public. 
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For Bridge Across Ohio River at Louisville. 

Ralph Modjeski and Frank M. Masters, associate engineers, 
of New York city and Harrisburg, Pa., have been engaged by 
the city of Louisville, Ky., to make a preliminary report on 
the proposed construction of a bridge across the Ohio River 
to connect Louisville with Jeffersonville, Ind. Mr. Masters 
advises the MANUFACTURERS RecorpD that application has been 
filed with the War Department, Washington, for approval of 
tentative plans and location. The city of Louisville will vote 
in the fall on a bond issue to build the bridge.

Of the funds to be made 
available, $2,000,000 will be used to build eight roads to con- 
nect with the North and South highway passing through the 


‘center of the State; 80 per cent of the ‘remainder will be 


divided among the counties, and 20 per cent will be used at 
the discretion of the State Highway Commission. 


Will Vote on $3,000,000 Bonds. 


Collegeport, Texas.—An election has been called for May 
21 by the Matagorda County Court on a bond issue of $3,000.- 
000 for road purposes. It is planned to use $697,250 of the 
issue to retire existing bonds and to expend the remainder 
for roads. Tentative plans call for building concrete roads 
with shell or gravel shoulders.

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LUMBER AND BUILDING MATERIALS 


The Lumber Movement. 

Washington, April 28.—New business in the softwood lum- 
ber industry was about the same last week as for the preced- 
ing week, shipments showed a substantial increase, while 
production fell off to some extent, according to telegraphic 
reports to the National Lumber Manufacturers Association 
from 312 of the larger commercial softwood mills of the 
country for the week ended April 2 In comparison with the 
same period a year ago, however, there are decreases in all 
three items that are not to be accounted for by the smaller 
number of reporting mills. The 158 hardwood operations 
showed a heavy decrease in production, a notable reduction 
in shipments, with new business about the same as that 
reported for the week earlier. When compared with the 
corresponding period last year, when, however. 16 fewer mills 
reported, there was some decrease in production, a slight 
decrease in shipments and new business about the same. 

The unfilled orders of 176 Southern Pine and West Coast 
mills at the end of last week amounted to 538,166,756 feet, 
as against 549,033,276 feet for 176 mills the previous week. 
The 104 identical Southern Pine mills in the group showed 
unfilled orders of 225,154,579 feet last week, as against 225,- 
769,350 feet for the week before. For the 72 West Coast mills 
the unfilled orders were 313,012,177 feet, as against 323,263,- 
926 feet for 72 mills a week earlier. 

Altogether, the 293 comparatively reporting softwood mills 
had shipments 119 per cent and orders 108 per cent of actual 
production. For the Southern Pine mills these percentages 
were, respectively, 102 and 101, and for the West Coast mills 
144 and 125. 

Of the reporting mills, the 274 with an established normal 
production for the week of 186,559,237 feet, gave actual pro- 
duction 88 per cent, shipments 106 per cent and orders 95 
per cent thereof. 

The Southern Pine Association reports from New Orleans 
that for 104 mills reporting shipments were 2.18 per cent 
above production and orders were 1.10 per cent above pro 
duction and 1.06 per cent below shipments. New business 
taken during the week amounted to 57,618,882 feet (previous 
week 61,929,012), shipments 58,233,653 feet (previous week 
61,057,058) and production 56,993,816 feet (previous week 
64,094,158). The normal production of these mills is 68,497,- 
416 feet. Of the 103 mills reporting running time, 69 operated 
full time, 17 of the latter overtime. Six mills were shut 
down and the rest operated from one to five and one-half 
days. 

The North Carolina Pine Association of Norfolk, Va., 
six more mills reporting, showed a slight increase in produc- 
tion, a nominal decrease in shipments and new business about 
the same as that reported last week. 

The Hardwood Manufacturers Institute of Memphis, Tenn., 
reported from 146 units (21 more mills than reported the 
preceding week) nominal decreases in production and ship- 
ments and approximately the same amount of new business 
as was reported a week ago. The normal production of these 
units is 24,528,000.

Sand-Lime-Brick Production, 1926. 

Washington, April 25.—The Department of Commerce an- 
nounces that, according to data collected at the annual census 
of sand-lime-brick production taken in 1927, 42 establish- 
ments, which were in operation on an average of 217 days in 
the year, reported the production in 1926 of 330,586,000 of 
brick, valued at $3,981,492. This represents increases of 4.8 
per: cent in quantity and 5.8 per cent in value, as compared 
with 315,595,000, valued at $3,780,639, reported for 1925, and 
of 16.6 per cent in quantity and 19.4 per cent in value, as 
compared with 283,417,000, valued at $3,334,503, reported for 
1924.

Another great improvement is the adjustability of the 
shelves. They slide in and out on notches as easily as the 


shelves in a bake oven. They can actually be readjusted 
without removing light material stored on them! They are 
double reinforced; a channel is welded onto the bottom, and 
the edges formed around steel bands. Overloading, and the 
resulting sagging, is thus prevented. 

Doors are corner hung, permitting them to swing clear of 
the cabinet. Narrow, yet sturdy, corner posts offer no ob: 
struction. The entire contents of a cabinet can be taken out 
without the interference of doors or posts. Moreover, the 
engineers who designed these new cabinets did not overlook 
any opportunity to make them theft-proof. In addition to 
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the safe handle lock a three-point locking device guards 
effectively against the crowbar, and to prevent access by 
removal of hinges they are welded onto the doors and posts, 
and the hinge pin has a shoulder at the center to prevent 
removal by tapping. 

The cabinets are artistic in pattern and are finished in 
one of several colors as may be desired. 


New Air-Cooled Automobile Engine. 


A new air cooled motor for automobiles which was invented 
by C. S. Clark of Norfolk, Va., is shown in the accompanying 
picture received from the Industrial Engineering and Sales 
Corporation of that city. Accompanying the photograph is a 
statement saying that the distinctive features of this engine 
are absence of fans and fan belt, radiator, pump, and water 
jacket, the elimination of which saves about 33 per cent of the 
cost of the average motor. By fresh air taken in at the 
bottom of the jacket surrounding the cylinders the. motor is 
maintained at a proper temperature. The air is drawn .up 
und around the outside of the cylinder walls to a point oppo- 
site the outlet in line with the firing chambers. The atmos- 
phere is taken in at about 14 pounds pressure and discharged 
by explosion from each firing chamber at about 60 pounds 
pressure. This pressure, it is further stated, is sufficiently 
powerful to cause the air to project around the cylinder walls, 
connecting up with the coil of pipe which in turn is run 
through the chamber, at the point of firing, and so keeps the 
motor at the proper temperature for 100 per cent operation. 

The Clark motor operates at a considerably higher tem- 
perature than a water cooled motor, affording, it is claimed, 
greater efficiency and economy. In addition to the saving in 
mechanical parts and energy it is also remarked that the 
new motor has a valuable feature in an atmospheric groove 
inside the cylinder wall which breaks the vacuum between 
the firing chamber and the crank case, and sa prevents oil 
pumping, saving about 75 per cent in oil consumption. The 
motor has been shown to thousands of people who saw it in 
operation in an automobile driven through the streets of 
Norfolk. It is claimed that it will run about 28 or 30 miles

per gallon of gasoline with even greater proportional saving 
in oil and that it can be made to generate any reasonable 
quantity of horsepower for automotive use. 

Mr. Clark is a construction engineer and a builder of marine 
engines; he is connected with the Southern Ship Yard Corpo- 
ration at Newport News, Va., of which he is a director. He 
has spent four years upon the development of this new motor,
